Sumptuously Byzantine in form, | 
but chastely modern in detail the 
structure built of enduring ma-| 
terials is an expression of the beauty 
and permanence of the Christian |

The inspiration came to the donor 
when viewing the beautiful Taj! 
Mahal at Agra, Indja but the archi- 
tecture of India, as foreign to} 
Canadian soil as are the religions | 
of India to our people, was not to 
be considered, nor were the forms of | 
architecture associated with the} 
temples to the pagan gods of Greece | 
and Rome. However, the earliest 
forms of Christian architecture, 
those of the Eastern Roman Empire. 
Byzantium, proved adaptable and 
were the inspiration for a new and 
entirely original design. 

The exterior of the structure sur- 
passes in chaste beauty and spiritu- 
al uplift many of the earliest 
temples of Byzantium where the 
exteriors were considered of sec- 
ondary importance.

Pioneer Resident Recalls 
Early Church Background

According to Mr. Jas. Fiett, 
source of the historical background 
Material of the church, the first 
place of worship was built about 
1855 and the logs were hewn from 
virgin timber. The seats or pews 
in the church were of split bass- 
wood with stakes for legs and with- 
out backs of any kind. This churca 
Served for about eight years until 
the present frame building was er- 
ected. John Howie, Alex Rettie 
and Wm. Leitch, as carpenters, 
with James Shankland as mason, 
laid the foundation and the shing- 
les were hand made by John Schell 
who excelled at the work. The pres- 
ent building was erected about 1872 
and was deeded to Jas. Elliott, Jas 
Patten and Jas. Flett in 1873. 

The burials in the cemetery 
which adjoins the church grounds 
were made in 1866 and for many 
years the church was without a 
regular minister. It was not unti 
1869 when Wm. Lochead was or- 
dained and served as’ minister of 
Bury’s Green and Fenelon Falls 
for over 22 years. He drove the 
eight miles from Fenelon Falls each 
Sunday and on one Sunday every 
month, he went to Rosedale to con- 
duct a seryice. In addition he 
sometimes held special services at 
Fairburn School. 

While Rev. Lochead stood up well 
under the strain of travelling the 
circuit, his horse didn’t fare so well. 
Tt aged and a collection was taken 
up to buy him a new one. Jos. 
Moynes, Jack Brandon and John 
Chambers purchased another horse 
from Richard Lee. 

Travel was a particular problem 
| to pastors in those earlier days es- 
pecially in the spring of the year 
Mr, Flett recalls that the Methodist 
and Anglican parsons would have 
to travel by handcar over the rail- 
| way line as far as Fells Station 
from whence they would walk the 
three miles to their churches.

‘The Town ‘Council of Lindsay 
passed a motion Monday evening 
to issue debentures for building a 


South Ward (opposite Hick's green- 
house on Angeline St.) and $20,000 
for two school sites, one for the 
school to be built and cne for a 
Proposed new schoo] in the os 
Ward. 

The $140,000 total is exactly half 
of the expansion program outlinec 
originally by the Lindsay Public 
School Board, which called for two 
schools and two au al a cost of 
$280,000. 

“The Post” contacted Chairman 
| Walter Peel who said that the new 
schoo] in the South Ward will be 
built on the property across the 
roaq from Hick’s greenhouse con 
which the Builders’ Co-operative 
wanted to builg homes. The Build- 
ers’ Co-operative told “The Post™ 
jast week it held an option on the 
and. 

As for the new school, Mr. Peel 
says it will be ready for occupancy 
in the fall of 1955, at which time 
the Board’s much-discussed Senior 
Public School, using the pres:nt 
Central School, will also be insh- 
tuted here for the first time. 

On Monday evening, Mr. Pesi 
said that last Wednesday Mayor 
Hick had spoken to him along the 
line that “council wouldn't go” for 
the whole program as the Bosra 
had requested, but felt that if the 
Board modified the plan to. oue 
school and two sites; it would ges 
@ better reception. The chairman 
continued that the Board helq & 
special] meeting that night and 
formed the plan, which on Monday 
council accepted, because it felt 
accommodation was badly needed 
and work on the new school ough 
to be started immediately. 

However, Mr. Peel warned 
that a “great deal of confusion 
will result (if only the one 
school is built) . . . boundaries 
will have to be changed .. . 
we woulg like to have parents 
understand that a lot of incon- 
venience will result . . . we're 
sure people will fall in line .. .” 
Ald. Maidens, finance chairman, 

said that he still wasn’t satisfied 
with the 1917 agreement with Ops 
“should be revamped.” Mr. 
Pee] said it was a matter for the 
Assessment Commissioner to set- 
tle. 

Ald. Maidens wasn’t satisfied, 
either, about using a school site 
in Ops at all. He said that not 
500 yards from the site were six 
acres, which were available and 
in town. Mr. Peel answered that 
this site had been looked over 
but was found unsuitable. 

It was mentioned that the land 
chosen was the same as the Build- 
ers’ Co-operative had an option on 
“The School Board has the right 
to acquire land,” stated Mr. Peel. 
Ald. Breese agreed with Ald. 
Maidens . . . “Why should Lindsay 
people pay twice as much as Ops 
people for educating their children 
using the same facilities.” (Children 
from Ops who attend Lindsay 
schools are paid for at rate of $60 
per pupil while Lindsay people have 
to pay at the rate of $120 per pupil, 
as of the 1917 agreement. 

There was something else that 
Ald. Maidens didn’t like, and 
that was the site the School 
Board wanted reserved in the 
North Ward. “Why not use the 
old dump property and have a 
school and a park site, too,” 
he asked. 

Mr. Peel said that the dump 
Property was row on the north ena 
while the property the Board want- 
ed in the North Warg would need 
little levelling. 

Mayor Hick said that all coun- 
cillors “realize that more school ac- 
comodation is needed. I heard a 
lot of talk about adding to present 
schools . . . I myself favoured addi- 
tions before, but the price changed 
so basically it changed the picture, 
It's $8,000 per room cheaper to biild 
new than tc add.

TIME TO CALL A HALT 

Without involving personalities, we believe the 
time has come to call a halt to efforts to have an in- 
dustrial committee here comprised of people who are 
not directly responsible to the taxpayers. We believe 
that the present arrangement whereby the town has 
the services of an industrial commissioner who is di- 
rectly responsible to Council, and with whom Council 
acts as a committee, is adequate. If the industrial com- 
missioner is noi satisfactory to Council and a change is 
desired, the thing to do is to come right out in the open 
and make a change. No one, not even the industrial 
commissioner, could have any quarrel with that. 

The Chamber of Commerce, if it is filling the place 
in the community it is represented to, will naturally be 
interested in the orderly industrial development of the 
town. It should, therefore, be only too pleased to turn 
over to the existing industrial commissioner or council 
any leads which may come its way, at the same time 
offering to be of continuing assistance in these matters. 
However, since it isnot an elected agency of the people, 
neither it as a body nor any of its members individually, 
can be empowered to commit the town in any undertak- 
ing. 

The same things hold true of the individual citi- 
zen. Allin Lindsay are interested in its growth and de- 
velopment and would therefore, consider it an honour 
to be of assistance in doing any work to bring this 
about. It would, nevertheless, be presumptious to 
make representations on behalf of the town except 
with the full knowledge and approval of Council and 
then only to the point of putting the proper authorities 
in touch with the situation. 

It is understandable that the Mayor desires indus- 
trial growth in Lindsay and he is to be commended for 
his efforts to bring new industry. It is an ambitious 
undertaking and no one would wish to hamper him. 
However, the Mayor will also recognize that progress, 
to be sound, must be steady with periods of adjustment 
to cope with development. Impatience, with which 
many of us are too generouly endowed, will not be apt to 
eut much ice. 


As for Lindsay's industrial growth in 1953, who 


can say positively that the town has not received its 
share of new industry, There were, on the basis of 
the Ontario Government's Industrial Review, 136 new 
industries established in Ontario in that year. Lindsay 
received two of these (Juvenile Furniture Mfg. Co. Ltd. 
and Lindsay Antenna Products). In addition the town 
signed another industry in 1953 (Thermoset Plastics 
Ltd.) and so far this year it has virtually signed up an- 
other industry (a veterinary supply manufacturing con- 
cern.) In view of the fact that every town and size- 
able village in Ontario is seeking new industry, the 
record held by Lindsay is not to be considered insig- 
nificant. It is unfortunate that the Industrial Review 
put out by the province doesn’t accurately portray Lind- 
say’s industrial growth in 1953 but this is to be expected 
when those who prepare these brochures are not close 
to the situation. The best place to obtain accurate 
industrial data is now. as ever, on the spot. In view of 
these things, we believe the first thing Town Council 
should do before making any change in its industrial 
committee, is to get all the facts relative to the town’s 
industrial growth and make a fair appraisal of the situa- 
tion. 


BETTER THAN PENALTIES? 

A British United Press dispatch from Hamilton 
reads: “Drivers and pedestrians seen performing ex- 
emplary acts of courtesy during the month of May, de- 
ignated as safety month, will be rewarded with a silver 
dollar and a certificate.’ There is something appeal- 
ling about this announcement and it is probably due to 
the fact that most of us are interested in being recog- 
nized to some extent for the good things we do. All 
too often, and this applies particularly in matters re- 
lating to traffic, the entire emphasis is placed on a 
penalty for violating laws with no recognition or re- 
ward for going out of our way to not only observe the 
law but to be courteous and safety-minded beyond the 
call of the statutes. 

It will be interesting to see how this safety month 
experiment works out in Hamilton but we would be 
willing to wager that it will be more effective in the 
long run than threats or more intensive recrimina- 
tions for traffic violations. Is it not possible that 
safety-minded people have been placing too much em- 
phasis on collecting penalties for committing offenses 
and not sufficient on rewarding good behaviour? Are 


we not taught from early childhood to expect that our 
best efforts will be recognized? 


THIS COMES AS A SURPRISE... 

It came as something of a surprise to read Gordon 
Sinclair's assertion that Canada has no flag. We believe 
that most people will be surprised to hear this be- 
cause they have been under the impression that the Red 
Ensign (the red flag with the Union Jack in the upper 
right hand corner and the coat of arms lower right) 
was the flag of Canada. Actually, Mr. Sinclair is 
technically correct, the Red Ensign has not been offic- 
jally adopted as the Flag of Canada but for the past nine 
years it has been designated to be flown from all public 
buildings in Canada until such time as an official flag 
has been adopted. 


Since the Red Ensign has been the official choice 
as the interim flag of Canada, it is apparent that it has 
been regarded as the unofficial flag of Canada for a 
good many years. Back in the days when flag waving 
was given much more attention in Canada than it is to- 
day, this flag was always displayed alongside the Union 
Jack on such oceasions as the Queen’s Birthday (Queen 
Victoria, May 24th) and other national holidays. There 
was no fault found with it and most people seemed to 
feel it filled the bill admirably. For these reasons we 
suggest that all this needless: talk about a Canadian 
flag be terminated by the simple process of officially 
adopting the Red Ensign.

HOPE LIES IN RESEARCH 

With the Canadian Cancer Society's $1,500,000 
national appeal for funds now in its closing stages, it 
becomes increasingly evident that hope of progress 
in cancer research will depend heavily on the final 
tally of public contributions collected in the campaign. 

This year, there are over 100 separate research pro- 
jects under way throughout Canada under the auspices 
of the National Cancer Institute’s fourteen medical 
schools. Fifty per cent of the finance for these pro- 
jects must come from the funds of the Canadian Can- 
cer Society, or in other words, from the pockets of 
the public. 

Never have the weapons against cancer been so for- 
midably arrayed. On the other hand, never has the 
firing line been so vulnerable. For as the number of 
cancer research projects multiplies, so does the heavy 
demand on the CCS purse. Without this purse, the 
work of the National Cancer Institute, the Ontario Can- 
cer Treatment and Research Foundation and other 
important research groups across Canada would be 
seriously curtailed. And research and more research 
is medicine's only answer to the riddle of cancer. 

This year, in addition to its widespread educational 
and welfare work, the Canadian Cancer Society has 
already committed itself to the extent of over $70,000 
extra research grants above 1953, bringing its total to 
$400,000 for this year.

He said that “the Housing Branch 
of the Department is responsible for 
administering the Housing Develop- 
ment Act (1948), At the present 
time its main activity is to develop 
and administer housing projects in 
partnership with the Federal Go- 
vernment and various Ontario 
Municipalities 

“These projects are of two kinds 
(1) Land assembly projects, where 
land is assembled and serviced for 
Sale as residential lots to private 
individuals and builders. (2) Rental 
housing projects on either a full 
recovery on a subsidized basis. 

Mr, Warrender stated that “a 
good example of the Housing 
Branch’s activities can be found in 
Lindsay.

Midget Balloon Flies From Illinois 


To Fenelon Falls Area In 11% Hours 


A very unique trip was accom- 
plished recently by a helium filled 
balloon which travelled from Ber- 
wyn, Ill, to the vicinity of Fenelon 
Falls, Seven-year-old Joseph Jun- 
kin, son of Melville Junkin, assessor 
of the Township of Verulam, and 
Mrs, Junkin, picked up the balloon 
in a field on thelr farm. Mr. Jun- 
kin had first noticed the balloon 
which frightened the horses while 
he was watering them. A letter was 
then dispatched to the address writ- 
ten on the note attached to the 
balloon, and was later received by 
the sender, Earl Hodek of 1940 
Wenonsh Aye., Berwyn, Il. Subse- 
quent discussions revealed that the 
balloon was released on the even- 
ing of April 9th, and found 11% 
hours later on the morning of 
April 10th. 

The letter sent from Earl Hodek 
to Joseph Junkin is as follows: 

Berwyn, Ill. Wed., April 21, 1954. 
Dear Joe Junkin: 

I was very happy to hear from 
you, and you can be sure I was 
thrilled to kmow that my balloor 
travelled so far, about 600 air miles. 

I am eleven years old and in the

sixth grade and my hobbies are 
fishing and airplanes, also releasing, 
balloons. I have sent about 13 bal- 
loons so far but only heard from 
three people. 

My father called our local news- 
told them about your 
letter and they published {t in to- 
day’s paper. I am sending you 8 
copy of it, as I am sure you will ne 
interested in reading it. Our town 
of Berwyn is located about eight 
miles southeast of Chicago with a- 
bout 65,000 people. 

Write me a letter and tell me 
all about yourself, as I would like 
to hear from you again. 

Sincerely, 
Earl Hodek.

21. 

Sails 550 Miles After Release 
In Berwyn

Friday, the youth, Earl Hodek, 
1940 Wenonah Ave., received a let- 
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ter from Fenelon Falls, Ontario, 
Canada, notifying him that a hel- 
jum-filleg balloon the localites had 
released at 2lst St. and Wenonah 
Ave. had been found in the Cana- 
dian province, over 550 miles away, 

‘The letter was written by Mel- 
ville Junkin, assessor of the Town- 
ship of Verulam, who informed Earl 
that his seven-year-old son, Jos- 
eph, had discovered the balloon in 
a field near a local school in the 
| Kawartha Lake region, near Fen- 
elon Falls. And Junkin added that 
his son would like very much to 
hear from Earl. 

Earl and his dad, Harold, have 
tried their “friendly” device on oth- 
er occasions, but never before have 
eny of the balloons travelled out 
of the Chicago area. 

Balloons were found in Oak Park 
and on a golf course in south Chi- 
cago on previous tests. 

On each balloon released, the 
Berwynites attached a note request- 
ing the person who finds it to send 
back a letter telling where and at 
what time the object was found. 

Earl said his “Canadian” balloon 
was released the evening of April 
9. Junkin informed him that it was 
found 1114 hours later on the morn- 
ing of April 10. 

Fenelon Falls, Ontario, is in the 
eastern section of the Canadian 
province and located north of 
Buffalo, N-Y.

Was Working In Shanghai Jail 
When He Became War Prisoner, 
With Brother Here Now 


Feel Merchants Would Suffer 


Kent St. Sidewalk Replacement 
Brings Disagreement On Timing 


A man who guarded World War 
‘IL war criminals for seven years 
and who was himself a prisoner of 
the Japanese in Shanghai is visit- 
ing his brother here in Lindsay, 


Geo. E. Bullen, of 8 Howard Ave. 
Mr. W. Bullen arrived in Canada 
on Saturday, bringing with him 
his wife, 1542 year old son, and his 
two daughters, 17 and 3 years. The 
Bullen family travelled to Canada 
from Berlin, via the “Scythia.” 
Their home in England is at King- 
ston-on-Thames, Surrey. 

Mr. Bullen in a telephone inter- 
view with “The Post” said that he 
and his family will make their 
home in Canada, and he hopes to 
be able to follow his profession as 
a prison official, which he has 
followed since his discnarge in 
1932 from 1115 years service with 
the Royal Navy. At the time he 
left the Navy his rank was Acting 
Leading Torpedoeman. 

Though he canot divulge any in- 
formation about his seven years 
at Spandau Allied Prison in Ger- 
many because he is under the Of- 
ficial Secrets Act of the Controi 
Commission for Germany of the 
British Foreign Office, Mr. Bullen 
said he was Deputy Chief Warden 
while there from February 3rd, 
1947, to April 27th, 1954. (Readers 
will recall that such notorious men 
as Hess, Doenitz, Raedar, Baron 
von Neurath, Funk, Spier and Shir- 
ach are imprisoned at Spandau.) 

Mr. Bullen says that he became 
a war prisoner himself when the 
Japanese occupied Shanghai, China, 
in 1939. At that ijfme he was m 
official at the Shanghai Municipal 
Jail. He said he was forced to do 
camp labor work until 1942 when 
he Was interned. He was liberated 
in August of 1945, he says, by the 
US. Army ang the Chungking 
Authority?

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Mainstay Of Many Villages, 
Sawmills Now In Full Swing 


Lumbering is the lifeblood of 
northern county villages such as 


Burnt River. In the winter the main ! 


source of employment for the men- 
folk of the community i, in the 
lumber camps where they fell trees 
and haul them to millsites in 
preparation for the spring cut. With 
the advent of spring many of these 
men are assureq of upwards of five 
months more work in the district 
sawmills 

The Bow Lake Lumber Co, at 
Burnt River is typical of these saw- 
mills and this one, now in its 
eighth year of operation, specializes 
in railway ties and planking. Blake 
Dancey superintendent of the mill 
which was founded by his father, 
S_R. Dancey, says they make both 
softwood and hardwood ties and 
their market is principally Canadi- 
an. 

The Bow Lake mil] employs about 
12 men steadily from mid-April to 
September and, unlike some mills, 
all of the logs processed are bought 
from mill suppliers in the area. 
Some idea of the output of this 
mill may be gained when it is 
known that from 10 to 15 thousand 
hardwood ties alone are processed 
every year. - 


Power for this interesting mill). 


is supplied by a sturdy 95 h.p. diesel 
unit which whisks the logs through 
the edger ang trimmer with the 
greatest of ease. Sawyer is Lester 
Billings, of Burnt River, a skilled 
operator and the setter is Marshall 
Dudman| who is also an experienced 
hand at the game 

While visiting the mill recently. 

“The Post” had a pleasant inter- 
view with James Armstrong, a semi- 
retired, 80-year-old fveteran of the 
lumber {ndustry It was Mr. Arm- 
strong who hewed the timbers for 
the present Bow Lake mill. He ob- 
serveg that there were very few 
men Tow who could hew timber, by 
hand, a trade which requires great 
skill with the broadaxe and which 
is being displaced by modern ma- 
chinery and changing building 
practices. Mr Armstrong says he 
grew up in the lumbering business, 
having started as a boy_ 
. There are two sawmills in Burnt 
River --- The Bow Lake Lumber Co_ 
and the J. Handley Lumber Co. and 
many villagers depend on them for 
much of their livelihood.

Lindsay Cemetery Revenue, Expenses 
Hit All-time High During 1953 


The revenue from sales and ser- 
vice of the Lindsay Cemetery Com- 
pany as well as the costs of operat- 
ing were at an all-time high during 
1953. But after providing for de- 
preciation and depletion, there was 
a surplus of $1,827.11 on the year’s 
operations. This was announced by 
the president at the annual meet- 
ing held in the offices of the Lind- 
say Central Exhibition, 

In reviewing the year’s operat- 
ions and offering some suggestions 
for improvements, the president 
stated that there were 35 sales of 
lots and graves and 135 burials 
during 1953, 

It was stated that the Perpetual 
Care Trust Fund, the income from 
which goe, to provide maintenance 
of the cemetery in perpetuity, con- 
tinued to grow in 1953 and now 
totals $13,507.05, an increase of 
over $3,000 In the year. 

The Endowment Trust Fund, es- 


tablished by deposits from lot 
owners, which income is being used 
to provide flowers or special ser- 
vices to specified lots, now totals 
$21,053. These monies are invested 
in trustee securities, 

The total assets, valuing the 
buildings, improvements and equip- 
ment at depreciated costs and the 
value of unsold lots and lang at a 
very low figure, it was stated now 
totals $78,239.59. 3 

It was reported that during the 
year the whole property has been 
well maintained and many improve- 
ment, made, some of which are: 
the light tractor was replaced with 
a heavier machine; new rotary type 
Brass cutter was purchased; the 
improved portion of the cemetery 
was extendeg to the south fence 
and some clearing of excess cedar 
growth on the river bank; the house 
on the property, occupied by the 


superintendent and his assistant,

was well kept up with needed repairs 
being done. 

The president pointed out also a 
number of improvements that he 
hoped the incoming Boarg would 
give consideration. These were: 
additional grass mowers and a pow- 
er trimming machine; improvement 
of the land adjacent to the creek 
banks by draining, filling and level- 
ling; improved weed control and 
driveways; painting of fence posts; 
improvement jin appearance and 
heating in the Chapel; increasing 
the amount reserved for Perpetual 
Care from the value of each lot sold.

BETTER NOT TO KNOW 

A French archaeologist has discovered a marble 
portrait, which he insists is an effigy of Cleopatra; it is 
not the portrait of a beautiful woman, and on these 
grounds the archaeologist insists that the great Queen’s 
legendary beauty was—legendary. 

We are astonished by the number of people who 
have rushed into print to dispute his assertion, and to 
defend Cleopatra’s beauty. We know that thousands 
of men thought her beautiful, among them the great 
general Julius Caesar (whose writings do not suggest 
that he was easily swayed) and Marcus Antonius (who 
was reputed to be a judge of beauty). 

It is a great truth that beauty lies in the eye of the 
beholder. Styles in beauty change from age to age, and 
from place to place. What is widely admired as 
beauty today? A large mouth, painted to look almost 
square; large, white teeth; very large breasts: small 
hips; long legs; rather big feet; short hair, artificially 
curled. We may be pretty sure that Cleopatra did 
not look like that. What was the Ideal beauty of a 
century ago? Large eyes; rosebud mouth; tiny waist; 
large hips; short, rather thick legs and tiny feet. We 
doubt if Cleopatra looked like that, either. 

Every age creates its own ideal of feminine beauty, 
and few people are capable of seeing beauty which does 
not conform to the popular pattern. Cleopatra would 
not have suited Hollywood. We do not suppose that 
one of Hollywood’s glamour girls would have suited 
Caesar and Antony. Cleopatra, as each man sees her 
in his mind’s eye, is far more beautiful than any port- 
rait could make her. —Peterborough Examiner.

The material which forms the 
basis of this study was drawn from 
the files of the Regina Clinic of 
the Saskatchewan Cancer Com- 
mission It constitutes 411 consecu- 
tive cases of cancer of the stomach 
occurring at the Clinic from 1939 
to 1948. 

In analyzing these cases, the 
physicians placed them in three 
subdivisions, (a) clinical (close ex- 
amination of each case), (b) results 
of x-ray examination, and (c) 
surgical examination. Of the 411 
cases, the diagnosis of cancer of 
the stomach was proved in 226, or 
55 percent, either by biopsy (re 
moving a small portion of the 
growth for examination under the 
microscope) or at autopsy (exani- 
ination after death). 

When proof of cancer was not ob- 
tained, only those cases were includ- 
ed in which clinical, x-rays and 
surgical and gastroscopic (exam- 
ination of the stomach by gastros- 
cope) evidence pointed without 
doubt to the presence of cancer of 
the stomach.

To Know Carrots 
Eat Them Young 


Young Carrots From Your 
Garden Taste Different! 


If home garden crops were to | 


be rated according to the quan- 
tity of vitamins they contribute 
to the family diet all season 
long, the carrot would probably 
be rated next to the tomato. 

If your family belongs to the 
anti-carrot faction. and you are 
planning your first vegetable 
garden, do not omit carrots from 


the schedule just because of 
family prejudice. If you have 
never eaten carrots fresh from 


your own garden, then you have 
no idea how delicious they can 
be 

Sow a row, with the very first 
crops you start in the garden. 
First, mix the carrot seed with 
a pinch or two of early radishes, 
because carrots germinate slow- 
ly, and the radishes will come 
up right away and “mark the 
row”’ as gardeners s; so you 
may avoid disturbing it in cul- 
tivation. 

In a shallow drill, sow the 
seeds thinly (thirty to the foot). 
When the radishes appear and 
mature, pull up and eat them 
promptly, so they will not crowd 
the carrots which succeed them. 

Let the carrots grow without 
thinning until some are as thick 
as lead pencils, then begin to 
thin out and cook the excess 
roots.

Moving To Another Climate 
To Cure Allergy and Hay Fever 
One of the first articles on aller- 
gy (being sensilive to certain sub- 
stances in the air or to foods, feath- 
ers, house dust) was a story in a 
popular magazine, The article told 
of a family who have to move from 
place to place because of allergy and 
asthmatic symptoms. It was only 
‘after they had moved a number of 
times that it was found that it 
was the fur of the beloved old 
family cat (which always moyed 
with them) that was the cause of 
the asthma and frequent head colds. 
That these frequent movings are 
not always necessary, even though 
allergy is the underlying cause, is 
stated by Dr. L. H. Criep in Essen- 
tlals of Allergy in an editorial in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. He states that al- 


be a cause of symptoms in some 
cases, “overenthusiastic and 
thoughtless application of this 
principle often does great harm. 
For instance, the removal of house- 
hold pets may make it unnecessary 
for the whole family to mave to a 
new climate.” 

As pointed out by Dr. F. C. Met- 
zer, in the Climatic Treatment of 
Hay Fever, the mirage of climate 
as a curative agent for disease has 
long been pursued by physicians 
and the public. Although some cases 
are improved by moving to a new 
climate, more are not improved or 
even made worse. Not infrequentiy 
whole families, greatly to their dis- 
advantage, are torn from their fin- 
ancial and social roots in the inter- 
est of the individual sufXerer. Thus 
a 10-year-old boy in a city in 
Michigan had a severe flaiN-up of 
his asthma. A local physician sug- 
gested that the boy would have 
a better chance for life in Arizona 
and, as a matter of fact, the Ari- 
zona climate agrees with the maj- 
ority of asthmatics and hay fever 
victims. I myself know. of two 
physicians who got rid of asthma 
and hay fever after a fairly long 
stay in Arizona. Fortunately, they 
were able to support themselves by 
their profession which may not be 
true of many families as in the case 
of the boy from Michigan. Dr. 
Criep points out that sending asth- 
matics to any one place without 
having allergy tests first. made is 
not fair to the patient or the pa- 
tient’s family. 

What is the suggestion of Dr. 
Criep and Metzer? ‘A greater effort 
should be made in every case pos- 
itively to identify the causative al- 
lergen ang to find a suitable treat- 
ment that could be applied without 
a change in residence.” 


Anxiety Stale 

No one attempts to deny that 
these are anxious days throughout 
the world Perhaps the word “un- 
certainty” would best describe our 
feelings. It is a time in which we all 
feel that we need some anchor 
to which we can be made fast 
whether it be religion, faith, hope, 
| or work that will help ourselves 
and others, It is timely, then, to 
read the article “The Recognition 
and Treatment of Anxiety States,” 
written by Dr. D, Ewen Cameron, 
Professor of Psychiatry McGill Uni. 
versity, Montreal. In ‘Postgraduate 
Medicine, Dr. Cameron writes 
“Answlety states are among the 
most prevalent conditions with 
| which physicians everywhere have 
| to deal, They are encountered in the 
form of (1) anxiety neurosis 
anxiety about a disease which ts 
no, present, (2) anxiety states with 
severe body symptoms, and (3) an- 
xiety states occasioned by some con- 
dition or disease of the body such 
as coronary thrombosis, (heart 
stroke)’ disfigurement, or cancer,” 

Dr Gameron points out that in 
the majority of cases these anxiety 
states can be treateg adequately 
by the general practitioner using 
means known to most physicians, 
the treatment of emotional disture 
bances as well as the use of some 
of the new drugs and physio- 


‘| therapy --heat, massage, electricity 


In other words, much experience 
and all-round practical knowledge 


| of human beings and their general 


make-up Is needed in treatment of 
anxiety neurosis. Dr. Cameron 
states that anxiety neurosis will 
probably not be cured by drugs a- 
lone “Quite often attempts are 
made to clear up an anxiety neur- 
osis with drugs, especially the 
sedative or quieting drugs.” While 
quieting drugs are often used in 
anxiety states, psychiatrists use 
these drugs only to g limited extent

Croup -- Laryngotracheo- 
Bronchitis 

Many parents know the terrify- 
ing sound at night of one of their 
children who has developed croup 
or, as it is called by physicians, 
acute laryngotracheo-bronchitis in 
the epidemic form. It is only a few 
years ago that there was reason for 
the! great fear felt by parents be- 
cause many of these patients chok- 
ed to death. 

In an address to the members of 
the Ontario Medical Association 
some months ago, Dr, M. E. Hobbs, 


Millbrook, stated that acute laryn-{ 


gotracheo-bronchitis in children in 
the epidemic form in which it has 
been seen for the past two or three 
years is a most terrifying and trea- 
cherous disease. Thus in 
American Medical Review, Doctor 
Hobbs states further: “The general 
vractitioner is often the one cailed@ 
in to see-such a case and he must 
make the decision as to whether or 
not the child be sent to the hos- 
pital immediately.” In these cases 
a conversation over the telephone 
may not be satisfactory and if any 
doubt is present the child should 
be seen at once, no matter what the 
hour,” 

It is now believed that most of 
these cases are caused by virus 
infection upon which some other 
infection due to other organs is also 
present. 

When the anxious parent is told 
that tracheotomy ---opening up the 
windpipe --is the lifesaving treat- 
ment, he {s naturally afraid of this 
“operation” yet we have read of a 
case in Worl, War II in which a 
soldier, who had been an orderly 
in a modern hospital, made an 
opening in the throat of another 
soldier, inserted his fountain pen. 
and thus enabled the man ~ to 
breathe until hospital treatment was 
available, If I remember correctly, 
this dramatic incident so enthused 
a wealthy man that he paid the 
expenses of the amateur surgeon 
through a medica] school. 

Dr. Hobbs states that the general 
public should be educated to the 
fact that the modern croupete 
through which is circulated a 
mixture ®f air and pure oxygen, 
with the proper temperature and 
humidity, offers one of the best 
safeguards in preventing obstruction 
-to breathing. For instance, the 
death rate 20 years ago in this di- 
sease was about 30 per cent. “If all 
cases are now treated early and 
promptly and adequately, in hosp!- 
tal where needed, death rate 1s 
practically zero.” 

Modern antibiotics (disease kil- 
lers such as penicillin and- the 
sulfa drugs) have aided greatly in 
preventing complications that might 
be caused by the operation, 


The Fight Against Poliomyelitis 

I have written several times of 
how the majority of physicians and 
surgeons dislike the idea of per- 
forming surgical operations’ at or 
near the time that epidemics of 
poliomyelitis are prevalent. It {s 
admitted that when an emergency 
operation is necessary to save life 
the operation should be performed. 
However, where operation can be 
safely postponed it should be be- 
cause the chances of developing the 
bulbar or paralytic, type of polio- 
myelitis are much greater the 
nenrer the time of epidemics that 
operation {is don_ 

In The Journal of the Interna- 
tional College of Surgeons, which 
Js highly authoritative, Dr M. B. 
Hayes gives us the latest {nforma- 
tion about tonsils, adenoids and 
poliomyelitis. Dr. Hayes states that 
during the summer of 1952, Dela- 
ware County, Pa,, had a rather 
severe epidemic of poliomyelitis with 
190 cases and 15 deaths in a popu- 
lation of 430,000. This means that 
one out of every 2,300 persons oF 
44 in 100,000 in Delaware County 
contracted poliomyelitis, 

In the City of Philadelphia, there 
were reported 181 cases with eight 
deaths in a population of about two 
million” 

From a survey of the 190 cnses, 
in 161 of which check-ups were 
made from a review of the litera- 
ture, Dr. Hayes concludes that there 
is a predisposition of the patient 
who has recently had his tonsils re- 
moved to contract poliomyelitis and 
that the bulbar type is two to three | 
times as likely to occur in such 
patients. For this reason, Dr, Hayes 
states that he will continue his | 
present policy of refraining from | 
removing tonsils and adenoids with- 


in two ménths of the poliomyelitis 
season, 

“It has been’ confirmed by count- 
less surveys that in this area the 
months when most attacks of polio- 
myelitis occur are August and 
September but in the epidemic above 
mentioned, one fifth of the patients 
were stricken in October.” 

“An observer of the Department 
of Public Health of the City of New 
York states that the safest time for 
the removal of tonsils ang adenoids 
as far as poliomyelitis is concerned 
{s January, February and March.” 

Some physicians believe that boys 
and girls returning to school from 
their vacations are so tired that 
they are more readily stricken with 
polio. They have less strength and 
resistance. } 

We are reading much about the 
methods of successfully fighting 
poliomyelitis and, Dr. Hayes shows 
that-there is great hope that in the 
near future* by making individuals 
will finally be a successful battle 
against poliomyelitis. 


Gamma Globulin and Procaine in 
Poliomyelitis 

Older physicians watch the ex- 

perimental work being done by in- 

vestigating physicians into the cau- 

Ses of cancer, poliomyelitis 


with a great deal of interest and 
the results of the use of gamma 
globulin throughout the civilized 
world. It will certainly be a great 
victory for medical science if gamma 
globulin and procaine prove to be 
life-saving. 

In Review of Clinical Medicine for 
Children, Drs, F. Ragazzona, M. 
Guisti, A, Pazzglia, Italian invesi- 
gators, report that since May, 1951, 
they have been treating poliomye- 
litis patients by injecting gamma 
globulin into the large blood vessel 
of the heart (the aorta) and pro- 
caine into the veins in an intense 
passive immunization in the early 
stage in the disease. The procaine 
has a protective action on the nerve 
aDg blood vessel apparatus during 
the same phase of the disease and 
during the phase of recovery and 
convalescence | 

These physicians classify their 
patients as having severe cases 
when both legs are involved, very 
severe cases when there is bulbar 
(paralysis) and all four extremities 
are involved, moderate when only 
on group of muscles is affected. 

They inject from 4 to 14 cc. of 
gamma globulin into the aorta 
(sometimes with plasma after an 
injection of from 5 to 10 cc. of pro- 
caine is given into the veins, not 
into the muscles. This treatment is 
supplemented by antibiotics (germ- 
killers) and vitamins Bl, C, and E, 
and is continued for three or four 
to 15 to 20 courses. 

“When injections into the aorta 
are too dangerous for patients in 
whom all the extremities (both 
legs, both arms) are involved, the 
injections into the veins alone are 
used; in mild cases the gamma 
globulin is {njected into the mus- 
cles.” 

Physical therapy (massage, pas- 
sive exercises and electricity are 
useg after the painful phase has 
passed, These physicians tredted 95 
patients with poliomyelitis, Disease 
was very severe in 31 patients severe 
in 24, moderate in 20. All but two 
cases received some benefit from 
the above treatment. 

Although it ts too soon to make 
a definite statement regarding the 
use of gamma globulin and pro- 
cnine in poliomyelitis, the above 
results give us good ground to feel 
that research physicians every- 
where are on the right track and 
that gamma globulin and procaine 


may meet our expectations, 
Weekend visitors of Mr. and 
Mrs, Oscar Horsley were Mr and 
Mrs. Nelson Barr and boys, of 
Burnt River, and Mr, and Mrs.

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Farmer Gets 
Ottawa Hearing 

The farmer got a hearing in Ot- 
tawa, 4 

His voice was the Inter-Provin- 
cial Farm Union Council whose 
representatives appeared before the 
Commons banking and commerce 
committee., 

The farm group recommended 
that a federal agricultural develop- 
ment.bank be established to help 
maintain family-operated farms. 

Expand Loan Board 

It was suggested that the present 
Canadian Farm Loan Board, with 
its provincial and central offices, 
could be expanded into such a 
bank. = 

The counci] submitted a brief to 
be studied by the house commit- 
tee. It sald the welfare of the na- 
tion and the rural community is 
best served by the family-farm 
type of tenure, rather than farms 
operated like any other business. 

What Brief Said 

The brief said that private credit 
facilities are not designed to es- 
tablish ang maintain the family 
unit. 

One of the fundamental ideals 
underlying early democratic ideas 
was that land should be split up as 
much as possible in family-size 
units, the farm group said. And 
early laws and grants were made 
with this in mind. 

General Trend 

The brief noted that the general 
trend has Leen away from these ob- 
jectives, and tenure has changed 
from almost 100 per cent ownership 
at settlement to 778 per cent of 
ownership in Manitoba. Saskatche- 
wan has 65.6 per cent ownership and 
Alberta 65.9 per cent. 

In Last 10 Years 

Im the last ten years, the brief 
added, this trend has been offset 
by favorable farm prices, but will 
be resumed when conditions change 
to the farmers’ disadvantage. 

Present credit facilities function- 
ing on a business basis had helped 
in the exploitation of human and 
jand resources and the breaking 
down of the tenurial system to that 
of tenancy, the council said. Neither 
insecure ownership nor tenancy are 
in the best interests of the domin- 
ion. - 

“The attempt to finance agricul- 
ture by ingustrial and commercial 
facilities has assisted in soil min- 
ing, erosion and insecure tenure. 

“The first attempt at correcting 
this situation on a national scale 
hhas been made with the Farm Im- 
provement Loans Act.” 

Revolving Fund 

Capitalization of the proposed 
mew bank would be achieved with 
a revolving fund drawn at first 
from the federal treasury, This 
would gradually be retired by earn- 
ings and by stock subscriptions 
from farm loan associations equal 
to five per cent of loans. 

Sell Own Stock 

The Associations set up would 
Sell their own stock to- borrowers, 
and make decisions on loan appli- 
cations which would be passed on to 
the bank {f approved. 2 

5 to 40 Years 

Borrowers could take from five 
to 40 years to repay the loans un- 
der the proposed plan, and inter- 
est would be not more than one 
per cent above the last issue of 
development bank bonds. 

For Every Farm Use 

Loans could be made for practic: 
ally every farm use and to coopera- 
tives and marketing boards & fin- 
ance the storage and marketing of 
agricultural products, the brief 
said. The latter system of loans 
Would require some type of for- 
ward pricing.

issue of “Visking News”: 

“How many of John Epps’ fellow 
workers throughout Visking are 
acquainted with the fact that he is 
also'a painter in oils, in addition to 
his ° daily breadwinning work as 
lathe operator in our machine shop? 


“John’s hobby of painting dales 
away back to 1911 when ne was 
laid off for a couple of weeks from 
James Davidson Company during 
a slack season in Ottawa. He had 
always been interested in painting 
and artistry and during this lull in 
his work, he went downtown and 
for the modest sum of 10c purchas- 
e€q a palette of water colours on 
Sale at a novelty shop. In style at 
that time were fancy cushion tops 
and his first venture in painting was 
painting over cushion tops. His in- 
terest Was aroused right from the 
beginning and he quickly changed 


‘| into painting of pictures, his first 


one being a moonlight scene copied 


from Mrs. Epps, their children and 
close friends, John’s confidence in 
his own talent grew. He took les- 
sons in Ottawa at the cost of $1.00 
per lesson, a rather large expendi- 
ture in those days. Being an aps 
pupils, three months of lessons 
taught John distance, light, shade 
and perspective. He gained in know- 
ledge in colouring, e.g., in land- 
scape painting to be careful of 
colour shading, not to make things 
actually as he saw them, but to 
blend colours to make beautiful pic- 
tures. John informed us that in 
order to become a great artist, a 
man must not paint what he sees, 
but what he would like to see. In 
painting a sunset, the true artis 
can paint in colouring which the 
human eye may never actually see, 
but which in the artist's mind’s eye 
would be the most beautiful colour- 
ing he could imagine being in the 
sky. The artist tries to go beyond 
human imagination and never quite 
reaches an ultimate goal. 

“The earliest painting which John 
now has in his possession was a 
Portrait he did of an ancient marin- 


from a print, Receiving approval. 


a sort of Mona Lisa expression on 
his countenance. 

“In all his history of painting, 
John has sold only one picture, and 
that was to an insurance agent. 
This was of a tree and the surround- 
ing countryside and in the pic- 
ture, unintentionally of course, was 
the form of a human face. That 
was what gave the picture its un- 
usual feature and fore, its at- 
tractiveness -- something the artist 
could not foresee in painting such 
a common-place subject. 

“John Epps has pursued his hob- 
by ever since 1911 and has now 
painted over 150 pictures, both land- 
Scapes and portraits. His portraits 
ate normally character studies 
which point up unusual hidden 
characteristics -- what is envision- 
ed by the artist with his talent for 
Teaching back beyond mere facial 
characteristics. Lines, expressions, 
colour highlights, etc., are what 
make his pictures outstanding. In 
1913 John visited the National Gal- 
leries in Ottawa, where he saw 
what he considers a definitely out- 
Standing creation. This John ex- 
plained as being a picture of an 
elderly man seated at a table to- 
gether with an old lady sewing, an 
elden type lamp centering the 
table, an old violin hung on the 
wall, and the whole scene was that 
of a dilapidated home. But tue ar- 
tist, by making use of the light 
end shading, had transformed the 
old house into a scene which be- 
came famous because of the spirit 
of contentment, portrayed on the 
faces. of the old couple. In other 
words, the artist had not painted 
what he actually saw but what he 
wanted to see, and thereby made a 
painting which has lived through 
the years as a truly valuable piece 
of art. 

“John feels that to be an artist 
to make money would take away 
the true enjoyment only gained if 
the work is done for real relaxation 
and interest. He still pursues his 
hobby at every oportunity and his 
home here at Lindsay is a veritable 
art gallery which he is more than 
happy and proud to display to any 


who show interest.”

DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED... 

It is interesting to note the number of people who 
are being convicted nowadays under that section of the 
provincial statutes which provides for a fine, on convic- 
tion, for drivers caught operating a vehicle while their 
ability is impaired. (The impaired presumably mean- 
ing a reduction in their driving ability due to alcohol 
since it is generally those who have been imbibing who 
are hailed into court to face this charge, although 
some drugs might have a similar effect.) The inter- 
esting part about these cases is that the accused seldom 
put up any real fight to defend their innocence and 
scem most content to pay whatever fine is levied and 
take their leave. And well they might be content be- 
cause what they are virtually doing is escaping the 
charge which should be rightfully laid in any case where 
a person’s driving ability is in any way affected by con- 
suming alcoholic beverages .. ++ that charge being 
“drunk driving”. 

About the only flimsy excuses which can be seen for 
ever introducing this “escape” charge are (a) that there 
was developing a shortage of jail accommodation and 
(b) that the impairment charge is a way of creating 
some quick money for the courts. As for the shortage 
of jail accommodation it might be observed that provin- 
cial liquor revenue should be adequate to provide space 
to house those who get into difficulty through consum- 
ing the product the province sells, and it would be most 
deplorable if the courts should ever be reduced to the 
plane of revenue producers instead of justice dispensers. 


HALF-DAY CLOSINGS CONFUSING... 

There's one thing about setting out to visit centres 
outside of Lindsay these days that makes the trip one 
of anticipation and sometimes one of disappointment 
and that is the fact that there is a variety of “half-day 
closing days.” Some places close on Wednesday, some 
on Thursdays and in the case of a neighboring city— 
Peterborough—the closed periods range from Monday 
through much of the week. This state of affairs is not, 
we would judge, in the best interests of either the busi- 
ness people or the consumer. 

While recognizing the right of each municipality 
to be original and individualistic in its ordinances as they 
relate to hours of business, it is nevertheless, unfortun- 
ate that some greater degree of uniformity cannot be 
reached regarding the day on which the community's 
businesses take a half-day off. This feeling is no doubt 
shared by many others who have occasion to travel 
from centre to centre in the district and these people 
would unquestionably appreciate some knowledge of 
what to expect. Now, if uniformity cannot be reach- 
ed, what would be the objection to indicating the town 
or village’s half-day off on highway directional signs. 
For example anyone going to Beaverton would be able 
to regard the direction and mileage indicator and see in 
addition the words “closed Thursday afternoon”. This 
additional information need take up very little space and 
would, it seems, render a very important service. 


THE CHILDREN SHOULDN'T BE EXPLOITED 

The Peterborough Trades and Labor Council (AFL- 
TLC) has opposed the sale of magazines by secondary 
school students to supplement their extra-curricular 
activities. This opposition is supported by the Ontario 
Department of Education and will no doubt have the 
support of most parents. However, the final decision 
as to whether or not children shall be exploited in this 
way rests with none of these parties but with local 
boards of education. In some instances these boards, 
much to the annoyance of many people, have given ap- 
proval to these sales schemes, although assurance has 
been received that this will not occur in Lindsay. 

There can, of course, be no objection to a youngster 
earning a bit of pocket money by embarking on a sales 
eareer while going to school and industry is to be-en- 
couraged rather than frowned upon. But the idea of a 
school board giving its blessing to a plan which would 
virtually make all students agents-of one firm is some- 
thing else again. It is tantamount to exploitation.

PREMIER IS ORDERED TO REST 

When a German attack crumpled a section of the 
Allied line in March, 1918, General Byng in the Arras 
sector asked for Canadian troops, and that was how the 
2nd Division came to be part of an Imperial Corps for 
three months, holding 6,000 yards of front,. In an at- 
tack at Neuville Vitasse on March 31, Leslie Frost, a 
young officer of the 20th Canadian Battalion, was 
wounded in the left hip by a sniper’s bullet. His broth- 
er, Cecil, was in the 2nd Machine Gun Battalion, in close 
support at the time, and was himself wounded later. 
Leslie spent 17 months in military hospitals. 

Premier Frost of Ontario ignores that old wound 
as far as possible, but fatigue affects it, and he has been 
setting himself almost as hard a task as on the old Arras 
sector. The Premier of the province is always in de- 
mand in any case, and Mr. Frost during the 1951 cam- 
paign won the personal regard of the people in an extra- 
ordinary degree. Since then, almost continuous en- 
gagements have competed with his duties in Queen’s 
Park. Asa typical instance, he officiated the other day 
atthe opening of Brant Sanitarium rehabilitation 
centre, and on the way back visited Her Majesty's 
Chapel of the Mohawks and the Mohawk Institute. At 
the Western Ontario Conservative convention in London 
this week he delivered one of the major speeches and 
attended a Masonic convention in Hamilton the same 
night. He was scheduled next week to open a hospital 
in St. Thomas and a new collegiate in Picton. 

Mr. Frost’s innumerable friends will regret that it 
has been necessary for him, on doctor’s orders, to enter 
hospital for 10 days of rest. There will be sympathetic 


thereafter, on his extramural engagements.

THE FARMER'S RIGHT TO SELL 5 

It is, the right of every man to own the things hi 
produces. This right of ownership includes the right 
to sell his products to anyone who is willing to buy them, 
and at any price that is agreeable to both parties. 

Farmers, wishing to do so, have the right to form 
marketing groups for the collective selling of their pro- 
ducts. Farmers not wishing to join such groups, should 
have the right to refuse to do so, and to continue selling 
their products in their own way. 

Where do the farmers who have formed themselves 
into such marketing groups get the right to coerce oth- 
er farmers to join them? 

And where did the members of the legislature get 
the right to make it a crime for a farmer to sell his own 
products to anyone he likes and at any price that satis- 
fies him? 

This is a question that Ontario farmers should ask 
their MLA’s when they see them. For such a bill was 
actually passed by the legislature at its recent session.

Mushrooms 

Mushrooms have been associated 
with magic almost since their be- 
ginnings. 

Even today it is not unusuel to 
hear a small girl excitedly exelatm 
when she discovers a ring of mush- 
rooms on the grass, “Oh, look,’ the 
fairies were dancing on our lawn 
last night!” 

Back in the times of the Phar- 
aohs of Egypt although mushrooms 
were prized as a food it was be- 
lieved that they grew up mysterious- 
ly over night. The early Greeks 
and Romans credited the mushroom 
with strange powers, imagining that 
it would give them great strength 
in battle. Tne Romans called mush- 
rooms “food of the gods” and sery- 
ed them only on festive occasions, 
while the Emperor Charles Sixth 
was so fond of them that he for- 
bade their use by his people in case 
he himself should run short! 

Despite thelr long history mush- 
room cultivation is a comparatively 
recent development. Up to the 18th 
century, mushrooms were confined 
to the wild types that grew in mea- 
dows and pastures. Then, during 
the reign of Louis XIV, mushrooms 
were grown in caves and quarries, 
underneath Paris. These mush- 
roms were so much better than the 
wild ones that these “farms” were 
carefully cultivated and some of 
them are still producing good qual- 
ity mushrooms today. It did not 
take long for the fame of Frerch 
cultivateg mushrooms to spread to 
England ond then across the At- 
Jantic, Although it ts only a littie 
over fifty years since mushrooms 
were first cultivated in North 4m- 
erica, they are now avallable in 
most Canadian citles throughout 
the year, and nine packers are can- 
ning mushrooms in Canada. 

While most of us associate farm- 
ing with sunshine and fresh air and 
busy summer days, mushroom grow- 
ing is one type of farming that is 
different on all three counts, [he 
majority of the mushrooms culti- 
vated in Canada are grown entirely 
in the darx in specially constructed 
windowless buildings where the 
temperature and humidity are con- 
trolled. 

The men who tend them don min- 
ers’ lamps when they water or pick 
them. Because mushrooms would 
mature too fast, split and get slimy 
during the hot weather, they are 
planted at the end of the summer 
and are harvested throughout the 
winter and spring. 

Although it may sound rather an 
unconventional method, it is one 
that is producing mushrooms of 2 
very high quality in Canada. You 
can find mushrooms on the market 
practically the year round. But 
the peak season is from October

Last spring, Paul Embo, 22, had 
completed his third year at the Rij- 
slandbouwhkogeschool (Agricultural 
School) in Ghent. His father was 
well-to-do, Paul decided he would 
like to spend the summer in Can- 
ada. But, although he was study- 
ing agriculture, he had had no prac- 
tical experience on a farm. 

The Canadian Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture passed "Paul's 
| ambitions on to the CNR immigra- 
tion department. Paul could under- 
| stand basic English although he 
could not speak the language flu- 
| ently. However, despite his inex- 
perience in farm life and his handi- 
| cap in English, Ron Pym of the 
Toronto office placed him with W 
G. Bowles of Nestleton, The Bowles’ 
farm runs to 700 acres, mixcd 
crops, 

Paul was quite favorably impres- 
sed by the peace and quiet of Tor- 
onto the arrived on a Saturday 
morning) and was soon put at ease 
by Mr. Pym. The arrangement with 
Mr. Bowles was that Pau] should 
work for his keep.

After several weeks spent visiting 
Belgian families who had settled in 
Canada, he returned to Belgium. 

Early this year he wrote an article 


on his Canadian experiences for 
the Ghent agricultural school’s 
paper, 


He described Canadians as “joy- 
ous, good-humored people.” He en- 
countered “continuous optimism.” 
Canadian children, ne wrote, in 
mild surprise, “are quite open with 
their parents; they are willing to 
discuss things together, ang the 
men treat them as adults, with much 
more patience (than Belgian heads 
of families, perhaps).”. 

Although most people who are 
fond of eating regard European 
cooking as superior to the Ameri- 
can variety, Paul found Canadian 
food much too rich and highly flav- 
cred for him. He became used to it, 
although he thinks Canadians lose 
the savor of their meat by dep- 
freezing it, He found Canadian 
homes more comfortable than those 
of the Belgian farmers. His only 
criticism of Canadian ways was 
that Canadians were rather less 
thrifty than his own people, possib- 
ly because they hag more land on 
which to produce their crops. 

In concluding a letter to his Tor- 
onto friend, Mr. Pym, Paul said 
although he had returned to Bel- 
gium, he felt his heart was still 
| in Canada, and he would like to 
| come back again as soon as he 
could. _

First Day 

On the first day, a Thursday the 
program reveals that the grounds 
and buildings were open for re- 
ceiving exhibits at eight o'clock in 
the morning, At one p.m, for the 
opening of the grounds to the 
public the Lindsay Citizen's band 
was in attendance, and an houre 
and-a-half later the judging in the 
Hall began, (It is noted that there 
were “goog meals furnished on the 
grounds for 25 cents). 

Events planned for the evening 
of the opening day included a 
“Grand TWumination of the Agri- 
cultural Park The Horse and Cattle 
Stables also Poultry House, will 
be lighted by Electricity”! Music 
was supplied by the 45th Regiment 
Band, 


People must have gone to bed 
much earlier in those days for the 
gates closed at 10 pm. _ - just 
about the time that moderns are 
beginning to get things going! 

Second Day 

The second day of the 1911 fair 
was a very busy one, especially from 
8.30 Am. to 2.30 p.m. when all the 
following events took place; the 
judging of general purpose horses;

horses; circus and open-air advanc- 
ed vaudeville, horse speeding, 
athletle sports and other features 
loo numerous to mention; Judging 
carriage horses; cattle judging;

The back page of the program 
notes that special arrangements 
had been made to bring people to 
Lindsay by railway and steamboat. 

On the railways, both Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific, return 
tickets were sold at single fare 
prices on any days of the fair 
from all points on the Midland di- 
vision including Toronto, Belleville 
and Midland District |. ang also 
on the Canadian Pacific between | 
Toronto and Havelock, 

During fair days here, which must 
have attracted thousands if all the 
special transportation were neces- 
sary, special trains left Lindsay for 
such points a, Kinmount, Halibur- 
ton, Whitby, Hastings and Ponty- 
pool, 

The steamboats, the program re- 
venls, were selling round trip tickets 
to Lindsay for single fare on any 
of the fair days.

Butter Make ~ 
Is Gaining 
In District 


The production of Creamery but- 
ter in Victoria County is up both 
for the month of March and for 
the first three months of 1954. The 
monthly dairy report of the Ontar- 
io Department of Agriculture shows 
that for the first three months of 
1953 butter production was 244,983, 
while for the same period this year 
it was higher by 14,125 pounds, be- 
ing 259,108. The month of March 
itself was up by 8,555 pounds, being 
101,746 in 1953 and 110,301 this 
year, . 

The same holds true of butter 
production in both Ontario and 
Peterborough Counties. In the form- 
er the three month total was up 
2,698, from 1953's 163,283 to 1954s 
165,981, and for March production 
along rose from 60,496 to 63,426, In 
the latter the three-month period 
shows an increase of 1,953 pounds 
‘from 93,335 to 95,288) and in 
March of 689 pounds (from 37,849 
to 38,538).

Salvaging logs which sank on 
river drives in the early logging day, 
in the Lindsay district may begin 
in this area soon. R. A, Quirt, of 
the Lindsay office of the Lands and 
Forests, says that this office has 
received enquiries about these sun- 
ken logs 

He say, that “Rathburns, Mickle, 
Dyment, the Gull River Lumber Co. 
and many others were famous for 
their log-driving in the ‘rent 
Watershed around the turn of the 
century, In those times, the water- 
ways were the roadways Logs which 
haye been completely covered by 
water during the intervening years 
are in a perfect state of preservat- 
jon, White Pine Spruce and Hem- 
lock were the species lost on the 
drives.” 

He continues that “salvage crews 

plan to use “frogman"” equipment. 
‘They use rubber flippers on their 
fect, a face mask ang are supplied 
with oxygen from tanks strapped 
tothe back. This enables them to 
stay below the surface for a con- 
siderable period of time, attach 
tongs to the logs, and raise them 
to surface, They then tow them 
to shore and pile them up, where 
they can be measured by Depart- 
ment scalers.” 
Mr Quirt states that “if a com- 
pany charter no longer exists the 
timber is considered to be the pro- 
perty of the Crown, and it is 
necessary to obtain the required 
permit for salvaging from the Lind- 
sny District office, Logs salvaged 
which bear the stamp of an exist- 
ing company may be claimeq by 
that company with no compensation 
to the party who hag salvaged the 
material.” 

“Salvaging sunken logs can easily 
prove to be an Interesting and pro- 
bably a profitable undertaking,” he

adequate. He told his listeners that 
after due consideration and investi- 
gation in other municipalities facing 
a similar situation, Hydro was ap- 
proached and what is felt is a very 
fair and workable arrangement has 
been arrived at. In brief, he said, 
the proposition is that Fenelon Falls 
should enter into a 10-year agree- 
ment with Hydro, to furnish power 
on a 24-hour basis. At the eng of 
the period the agreement is auto- 
matically terminated and Fenelon 
Falls reverts to the present situation. 
Mr. Robson made it very clear 
that Fenelon Falls is not giving 
up ownership of the plant and that 
in his opinion, the proposed agree- 
ment with Hydro is the most fair 
and reasonable arrangement that 
can be reached. 

Mr. E. G. Gurnett, superinten- 
dent of the Eastern Ontario Region 
of Ontario Hydro, explained the 
situation from the point of view of 
Hydro. 

Dr. MacKay, reeve of the village, 
stated “that he was not entircly 
in accordance with the arrange- 
ment. He was inclined to favour the 


<j wuse of-deisel engines.” 


Mr. Fred Brandon and M-. H. A... 
Clark, members of the commission, 
pointed out. that purchasing diesel 
would mean an Initial cost of poss- 
ibly $45,000, which would necessi- 
tate the issuing of debentures rais- 
ing the cost to a possible $70,000 
over g period of 10 years, which is 
the average life of a Diesel. It was 
further pointed out that this is only 
the capital cost, that operating ex- 
penses ,fuel, etc., would be addi- 
tional.

OUR TOURIST ACCOMMODATION -.-= 

The tourist season is almost upon us again.... the 
first trickle of visitors to the Kawarthas has already 
started and the coming 24th of May weekend will prob- 
ably see the highways jammed with travellers coming 
into the lake regions which are reached via Lindsay. 
Many of these travellers will want to pause for refresh- 
ment along the way and not a few of them prefer to 
carry their own food along with them. This is appar- 
ent every year from the number of people who take ad- 
vantage of the picnic tables in the town’s parks and at 
highway wayside tables. 

Last Sunday afternoon several parties of picnickers 
were seen making use of the picnic accommodation in 
Victoria Park and, while the table accommodaton was 
helpful, we could not help put feel that those who failed 
to bring along some Thermos pottles of tea or coffee 
would have a dry time of it lunching at Lindsay. As 
far as we could see there was no provision yet (a fount- 
ain operated last year) for a water supply in the park 
and even if water were available there was no provis- 
jon for heating it to make a hot beverage. With water 
so convenient (an artesian well at the north end of the 
park) and outlets for a fountain already installed, it 
would seem like a very simple matter to instal a tap 
water outlet. As for a method of heating the water to 
make tea or coffee, it would seem practical to provide an 
open fire place of the type found at some highway picnic 
grounds. Or, if this was deemed unsatisfactory, some 
other means of providing heat, perhaps a coin operated 
electric appliance of some sort.

We see vast sums of money spent on adver- 
tising the beauties of the district (Lindsay contributes 
a fair amount annually) but we feel there is a lack of 
those things which will really encourage tourist trade

to encourage tourist trade than a volume of fair words. 
Such attentions are appreciated by those who travel and 
will have a far more lasting and far-reaching effect than 
anything else which can be done in the interests of en- 
couraging tourist trade.

Sudden 
changes in humidity, temperature, etc. produce favourable con- 
ditions for outbreaks. At the first sgn of droopy wings or bloody 
droppings prompt treatment is essential.

He told his audience that, 
for instance, at Stelco in Hamilton 
one process has been installed which 
uses the services of 27 men whereas 
formerly it used 300. Of a soup 
manufacturer's ~business, he said 
that one process which used to 
make about 300 cans of soup in a 
given time now makes 1,000.

Christie said he firmly believed 
that capital punishment has no de- 
terrent effect that could be consid- 
ered significant, as he put it. On 
the other hand, its abolition would.

Prop- 
erly handled this land need not be the eyesore that It is 
fast becoming and its orderly use could greatly conserve 
it 


THE HARD WATER PROBLEM 

The other day we received a folder captioned “The 
Hard Water problem... and how to solve it .. #4) Pres 
pared by the Dow Chemical Company, there was enclosed 
in the folder a pamphlet entitled “How to test water 
hardn in your home" and on the inside of this pam- 
phlet were two tabs of paper marked “A” and “B". The 
pamphlet instructed the interested recipient to (1) fill 
two glasses with tap water (2) dip Paper “A” Into one 
glass and Paper “B"' into the other to a depth of about 


one inch and (3) withdraw immediately. Following 
these instructions was a chart showing how to deter- 
mine the degree of water hardness the results of the 
test indicated. In the case of Paper “A” the test here 
indicated a degree of water hardness equivalent to 5 
grains or more and in the case of Paper “B” the equival- 
ent of 8 or more grains of water hardness. In other 


words the Lindsay test showed the water to be as hard 
as was possible to determine by the simple test and this 
is significant when a footnote reads: “If either paper 
changes color, you have a hard water problem because 
hard water means a waste of hard work and money.” 
The hard water folder declares that “Water hard- 
ness causes the loss of millions of dollars to homemak- 
ers annually... It shortens the life of household equip- 
ment and clothing, increases heating bills, puls air con- 
ditioning equipment out of order, clogs sewers and 
drains, shortens the life of heating coils and cooking 
utensils and leaves its disagreeable mark on clothing, 
alin and hair.” This impressive list of adverse effects 


aceruing from the use of hard water caused us lo wond- 
er what effect it might have on the internal workings 
of the human bofly. particularly since it is reputed to 


have an ill effect on skin and hair. 

Recognizing that the folder and pamphlet were de- 
signed expressly to encourage the sale of water soften- 
ing equipment, we are nevertheless forced to conclude 
that the hard water problem, is serious and one which 
deserves careful study by every municipality.

it behooves us In this district to preserve what Is possible 
from human depredation, and archaeologists in Toronto 
to establish their authenticity and perlod. We hope 
that Queen's Park, the Provincial University or the 
Royal Ontario Museum wil] send some competent per- 
sons into the rather. difficult area to investigate the 
discovery. We urge that this be done immediately. 
Ii may not be possible to Identify or explain the draw- 
ings; we remind our readers that the origin of the an- 
cient rock carvings In Petroglyph Park on the east coast 
of Vancouver Island Is attll unknown. On the other 
hand, some relationship may be found to the carved 


ciphera on boulders near Rock Lake in Algonquin Park.

When we have a mystery such as this at our own 
back door we are impatient to have it explained or es- 
tablished as a veritable mystery.

LIFE SENTENCE 

Magistrate S. Tupper Bigelow probably opened a 
good many eyes to the scope of the traffic laws with 
the sentence he Imposed the other day on an “impaired” 
driver. He sent him to jail for thirty days and recom- 
mended lifetime suspension of his driver's license. , 

That sort of discipline can have a wide and last- 
ing effect. So much of our popular traffic legend has 
to do with immunity or with lesser And often painless 
penalijes that a life sentence against driving can come 
with ashock. Anda shock is needed as a reminder that 
it is all there in black and white in the Highway Traf- 
fie Act. There is no guesswork about such sentences, 
or about the authority to carry them out. Their par- 
tieulars are entered on the license itself and signed by 
the convicting justice. 

The law empowers—and therefore obliges—the 
Government to suspend or cancel drivers’ licenses for 


victed person who tries evasion while the suspension is 
in effect risks not only a further fine and jail term but 
the forfeiture of the vehicle he operates, 

In this particular case the man already had a prey- 
jous conviction for the same offense; plus separate con- 
victions for drunk, over-fast and careless driving. 
What he finally got was simply what the Jaw provides 
for chronic offenders. Judging by highway behavior 
we need more of the same, for both their specific and 
their salutary effect. If there is public indulgence to- 
ward even deliberate and habitual bad driving it is 
probably no more than the result of official indulgence.

Revolutionary Dental Techniques 


May Save Teeth Otherwise Doomed 


Toronto May 17 --(BUP)-_ A} 
revolutionary technique that 
may save badly decayed teeth 
without extraction was described 
at the weekend convention of 
the Canadian Society of Den- 
tistry for children in Toronto. 


Dr. Ralph F. Sommer, of the 
University of Michigan's School 
of Dentistry said satisfactory 
progress is being made in re- 
search to sterilize badly decayed 


‘or even abscessed teeth instead 
of drilling them away. 


He said decayed tooth struc- 
tures are now being sterilizeq by 
antibiotics and other drugs to 
prevent decay from spreading, 
while the decayed part hardens 
and can be preserved.

Why People 
Grow Old... 


Toronto, May 13 --(BUP)-- Scien- 
tists working at the University of 
Western Ontario have developed a 
technique for finding out why 
people grow old. 

‘The research was outlined by Dr. 
Hugh McAlpine yesterday before a 
convention of the Ontario Medical 
Association in Toronto 

He said the research had gone 
far enough to show that aging ap- 
parently involves , failure to utilize 
fat in the diet Then next steps for 
study, he said, are what the failure 
is and when it may be expected 
to occur in different persons. 

Tests on 100 old persons showed 
they were eating an adequate diet 
out they showed such symptoms of 
aging aS loss of fatty tissue and 
muscle. The researchers found the 
patients had an impaired ability to 
absorb vitamin A, which is a major 
factor in fat. 

When they were feq a detergent 
which emulsified the fat. the ab- 
sorption of fat rose almost to normal 
and some of the old people put on 
weight while others showed better

Dunsford Church Records Show 
No Trace Of Indebtedness 
From Time Building Started 


Dunsford (PNS) The early 
history of the Dunsford Methodist 
Church is somewhat obscure bit 
the following details are reasonably 
certain. 

The early settlers entered this 
part of Verulam Township around 
the year 1835. Their first meetings 
@s a mission conducted by sacdle 
back ministers were held in differ- 
ent homes of this locality, but 
principaly in the home of Mr. Hen- 
wy Thurston, whose farm is still in 
the hands of his great grandson, 
Frank Thurston. Then later the 
congregation became part of the 
Bobcaygeon circuit and services 
were held in the old log schoolhouse 
which has long since disappeared, 
but which then stood opposite 
‘what is now the general store, cr 
on the present highway park site. 

In 1874 Bobcaygeon circuit was 
divided ang Dunsford became a 
part of the Lindsay east circuit. 
Then in 1876 Dunsford mission be- 
came a circuit including Emily, 
Salem, Ops and Fenelon, and in 
this same year the present parson- 
ege was built for the first resident 
minister, Rev. J. W. Cathcart. 
‘Then in 1894 St. David’s church 
was built and joined Dunsford and 
Salem Ops went to Lindsay Qucen 
St. Church and around 1914 St. 
John’s appointment in South Veru- 
Jam was added. Since then St. John 
thas been addeq to Bobcaygeon anda 
St. David's was closed. This fine 
little church was sold to Mr. Alex. 
Elliott in 1935, out of which he built 
hhis new home in Millersmit'. 

In the year 1860 the first Metho- 
dist church (which is still part of 
the new hall) was built on the pres- 
ent property which was p nased 
from Mr. Henry Thurston for the 
sum of $25.00 by the trustees whose 
chairman was Mr. Thomas Thurs- 

| ton. The present church was built 
dn the year 1886 during the pastor- 
ate of Rev. W. M. Pattyson, one of 
whose daughters, Mrs. J. J, Thurs- 
ton, still resides here. The best 
sources say that the cornerstone 
was laid by the president of this 
district, Rev. L. M. Pearson, and 
other speakers of the day were Mr. 
Sam Hughes, MP. of this riding, 
later Hon. Sir, and Mr. J. R. Dun- 
cas. Among the ministers present 

) was a Rev. Mr. Williams. There are 
records which will be found some 
day beneath the cornerstone which 
4s at the northeast corner of the 
church, and will, it is hoped, contain 
more details. 

They held a supper the night of 
‘the laying of the cornerstone after 
which @ subscription list was ably 
conducted by the president of this 
district, Rev. Mr. Pearson of Cam- 
bridge St, Church, Lindsay The 
subscription list was started by Mr. 
‘Thomas Thurston, who gave $100.00. 
Each of his five sons, Messrs. Car- 
naby, William, Robert, Edward and 
Henry, signed the same; followed by 
their sons signing $25 which they 
worked in by drawing gravel and 
prick from near Bobcaygeon. Other 
members and their familes made 
their donations and did their part 
but there is no record mentally or 
written just what they were. 

Some of the church metnbers 
living in the Scotch line, namely 
Messrs. Taylor, Warren and Lewls, 
gave teas in their homes, each gen-

The first organist in the new 
church was Hattie Patterson (Mrs. 
R. M, Thurston, Portland, Oregon) 
and the choir leader Ida Pattyson

nia). Other members of the choir 
were:

Robt Brien), Jennie Thurston -

Mariposa Railway Bridge

100 Men Die 
When Carrier Burns 


Quonset Point, R. IT May 26 — 
(BUP)-- Approximatedy 100 men 
have been killed and 125 injured 
in fire aboard the American air- 
craft carrier “Bennington.” 

The casualty figure, were dis- 
closed by Captain William Rayburn, 
commander of the carrier, after he 
brought his fire-scarred ship to 
port at Quonset Point, Rhode Is- 
Jand_ 

Rayburn said 25 to 30 of those 
injured have more than minor 
injuries, 

Here is the first eye witness ac- 
count of the fire aboard the aircraft 
carrier Bennington as told to the 
British United Press by one of the 
seamen aboard, Bruno Costantini, 
of Detroit. 

“I was sitting in’ the mess hall 
when I heard two blasts ang smoke 
began pouring into the room. 

I was Just putting my chow on the 
table -- that was about 6:15 a.m. -- 
Awhen T heard the first blast and 
saw the heavy smoke. 

I dashed up forward where the 
fire was, to see what I could do. 

There was smoke everywhere. A 
lot of the men were still in their 
bunks when it happened. 

A lot of officers were burned, as 

well as seamen_ 
x I dasheg up to the hangar deck 
aind began helping to pull men out. 
I guess I must have pulled out about 
10 

Rumor, say the fire was near a 
generator. But I don’t know All 
TI know fs that I heard the blast and 
saw the smoke and everyone start- 
ed shouting.”

To this end, the motion containeg 
the clauses that Superintendent 
Robert Reynolds is to be a liaison 
between the engineers and the 
Commission, and also that no addi- 
tions or deletions may be made 
without the written consent and 
authority of the Water Board. 

The motion carried. 

Corrosion Preventative 

The Commission decided to have 
Supt. Reynolds investigate further 
a “Rustop Cathodic System” to 
stop corrosion in the new water 
tank. The process, by the Daymond 
Company Limited, when in use 
makes it virtually unnecessary to 
paint or grease the inside of such 
tanks to prevent rusting. 

Telemetering 

A Telemetering System, which 
would record the water level in the 
new East Ward tank on a device 
at the Pump House is to be checked 
into further. The total cost of the 
device only, instalation costs ex- 
cluded, was found to be $785.

IT'S NOT SO LONG AGO.... 

It’s not so long ago since Lindsay had very little 
to show in the way of parks. There were certain 
tracts of land set aside and called parks but they were 
parks in name only and had little to offer by way of 
attraction to the public. This situation has changed 
considerably since the advent of the Parks Commission 
jn Lindsay and those who drive past, or take the time 
to walk through the town’s parks today must be 
greatly impressed with the improvement which has 
taken place. 

At the present time numerous people are calling 
attention to the beautiful flower beds in Macdonnell 
Park = . and they are certainly most attractive. 
Here is perhaps the most striking example of what 
can be done by way of parks development if a town 
is so disposed. The transformation of this section 
of river bank is truly remarkable and it serves to 


emphasize the great natural asset which Lindsay pos- + 


sesses as a foundation for outstanding park develop- 
ment—the Scugog River, winding its way through 
the heart of the town. This waterway has unlimited 
possibilities as a place of recreation for local citizens 
and as an attraction for tourists. We believe that 
what has been achieved to date is only a sample of 
what can be done by way of beautifying the banks 
of the Scugog. 


Others Say... 


NOT MUCH WRONG WITH YOUTH 

From a number of local banks, insurance com- 
panies, industrial and commercial firms to which it 
had addressed an inquiry, the Board of Education has 
received assurances that students of Toronto’s schools 
now in their service are, on the whole, satisfactory 
employes. 

The purpose of the inquiry was, in the words of 
the letter sent to 46 firms, to obtain “‘an opinion of 
the effectiveness of the present educational system 
from the standpoint of providmg efficient workers.” 
Twenty-three replies were received, and while some 
had criticisms fo make of the standard of spelling, 
grammar and English composition as shown by recent 
graduates, general opinion was favorable. 

While 23 opinions cannot be accepted as providing 
conclusive testimonial to the success of the educa- 
tional svstem, the fact that the inquiry was made 
does indicate that the Board is not afraid to submit 
to a practical test. And the answers suggest that 
representative firms feel that there is, by and large, 
not very much wrong with the products of the system. 

An interesting sidelight to this survey on edu- 
cation is the fact that 23 firms did not deign to reply 
to the Board’s letter. Perhaps the severest commen- 
tary on the educational system is to be found in that 
uncivil omission. —The Telegram 


FLYING SAUCERS 

The furore over “flying saucers” of the past few 
years seemed to have died down. Only occasionally 
was it reported that the usual unknown object of tre- 
mendous speed—circular in shape had been observed. 
in the July issue of Man's Life, there is an article en- 
titled America's First Flying Saucer. As late as August 
1953, it was reported that Russia had developed—and 
flown—“a circular wing aircraft’’—a flying saucer. 

One of the most disappointing experiences of man 
is the explaining, or de-bunking of something that has 
hitherto been veiled in mystery or plashed by intrigue. 
The reports of flying saucers and the prospect of an 
invasion from outer space (an invasion from Mars) 
have inspired several popular songs, and served as a 
theme for both radio broadcasts and motion pictures. 
However, the Inventor of America’s first Flying Saucer 
dismisses them with... “Iam yet to be convinced 
that they were space ships from another planet.” 

The article is fascinating —resembling something 
out of a Jules Verne novel. But the prospect of an air- 
craft that can take off vertically, fly at speeds in excess 
of 2,000 miles per hour, and make our present super- 
sonic jet planes obsolete, is truly a terrifying one The 
fact that a potential adversary possesses weapons sup- 
erior to ours, (even though they fall short of a saucer) 
will undoubtedly act as a stimulus to greater effort on 
our part, and incidentally, tend to justify the enormous 
sums spent on research.

An Intensive Treatment Program 
For Elderly State Hospital Patients 
| As youngsters we theught of a 
| state hospital, often called an asy- 
| lum, as an institution in whieh 
they placed crazy people. Yet even 
then some attempt was made’ to 
make the lives of these individuais 
more interesting to themselves and 
less difficult for the attendants 
and guards, 

One method of helping them help 
themselves was ‘the introduction 
of occupational therapy. Patiente 
were taught some useful employ- 
ment which might mean some re- 
muneration to himself or family, at 
present or in the future. 

Today, an attempt is made to 
give these patients some form !of 
treatment -- the shock treatment 
being an example. The patient is 
given a form of shock -- electric, 
insulin or metrasol -- that iasts but 
a few seconds but from wh:ch tne 
| patient becomes brighter menta!ly. 
| This brightness lasts for a consid- 
erable time in some cases and acbu- 
ally brings about a cure in many. } 

Unfortunately, a number of these 
mental patients slip back so srock 
treatment may have to be used a 
number of times. Shock treatment 
is now considered the best “single” 
method of treatment for mental 


cases. 
In Geriatrics, Allan Rechtschaf- | 
fer, Stuart Atkinson and John G. | 


Freeman, M.D., state that over- | 
crowded state hospitals are limpirg | 
under an ever increasing geriatric | 
| (elderly persons) admission. Four 
factors have been emphasized to | 
explain the increase in the number 
| of elderly people entering mentai 
| hospitals: 

1. The proportion of old people 
in the United States and Canada | 
has been increasing steadily. | 

2. The eiderly are more prone to | 
emotional disorders and deterlora- 
tive processes. For example, ‘ne 
1950 census showed that of the pop- 
ulation 15 years and older in the 
area serviced by the Fergus Falls 
Hospital, approximately 19 per cent 
were over 60, while 38 per cens of 
new hospital admissions are over 
60. 

3. There !s a prevailing negative 
attitude toward the elderly which 
| was described by Dr. R. Ginsb2rz 
as “an approach baseq upon bo 
a feeling and a conviction that t) 
| elderly are a lost cause, that those 
advanced in age are doomed to re- 
gression and degeneration leading 
to such {oss of vitality that they 
are placed outside of any active 
social working group whether fam- 
ily, clan, tribe or society. Commit- 
ment of the aged person to a state 
hospital represents the full extent 
of this attitude. 

4. The heightened tempo of mod- 
ern living, smaller families and 
smaller dwelling units, increased 
| mech4nical hazards, and the move- 
ment of population to towns and 
cities makes home care of the aged 
increasingly difficult. 

The aim is to have an intensive 
program with a careful selection of 
the patients who would most bene- 
fit from a program characterized 
by a “team” approach consisting of 
a psychologist, social worker, nuts? 
and psychiatric aides. This program 
appeals to all of us as it would be 
a program giving sympathy and 
hope to a group thought to be 
beyond hope.

Many traditional gardening 
_ Practices have been vindicated 
by researchers who find that ex- 
perience often taught sound 
methods, even though the rea- 
son for them may not always 
have been clearly understood. 
Veteran gardeners, for exam- 
ple, have long quoted the maxim: 
“Give a plant a drink when it is 
dry." In other words, do not 
keep the soil constantly wet, 
but let it get thirsty between 
drinks. This practice finds en- 
dorsement from the latest re- 
search. 

A good soil holds both water 
and air at the same time. These 
are held in spaces between the 
soil particles, called ‘“‘pores. 
When there is an excess of wa- 
ter, air is driven out, and the 
plants suffer for lack of it. This 
occurs in gardens when water 
stands on the surface; and is 
the reason why quick drainage of 
excess water is important. 

Lack of water, ,on the other 
hand, is also harmful to the 
plants. A balance between air 
and water must be maintained. 
A plant will make the best root 
growth when it is drying the 
soil down. When the soil is 
soaked, and the excess drains 
away quickly, fresh air enters 
the soil to take the place of the 


water. The roots reach out for 
water as the supply diminishes, 
and vigorous growth results. 

But watering should be thor- 
ough enough to wet the soil as 
deep as the roots go, at least. 
This cannot be done by sprinkling 
a brief period every day; that 
is bad watering practice because 
it moistens only the top few 
inches of soil, and encourages 
root growth near the surface 
where the soil dries out quick- 
ly. The soil must be soaked 
deeply whenever rainfall is in- 
sufficient to provide abundant 
water. That means, when less 
than one inch each week falls 
on the garden in summer time. 

Let the hose run without a 
sprinkler, so that the water falls 
upon a board which scatters it 
and prevents washing out a gul- 
ley, or use a canvas hose which 
leaks all along its length, and 
serves as a portable irrigation 
ditch. 

In growing melons and toma- 
toes, many amateurs find that 
by sinking a tile into the ground 
near each hill, before the seed 
is sown, they can simplify the 
task of watering. Water poured 
into the tile is carried immedi- 
ately down to the deepest roots, 
and this often results in ex- 
ceptional growth.

Toronto, May 21 --(BUP)-- Sen- 
ater W. Rupert Davie, and the 
Anglican Bishop of Ontario both are

“green, leafy vegetables’ as a 
source of vitamins not only for 
children, but for adults as well, 

_ You can follow this prescrip- 
tion in a most delightful way by 
serving at least once every day 
a tossed salad, made of veg- 
etables fresh picked from the 
home garden. 

Children quickly learn to like 
the daily salad course, and so ac- 
quire a healthful habit which will 
improve their appetites and 
health all through life. In all civ- 
flized countries, a green salad is 
considered essential to the per- 
fect dinner menu. 

Leaf lettuce is preferred by 
most chefs over head lettuce for 
salads. It is also far richer in 
vitamins. It comes in two types 
—the butter leaves, and the crisp 
leaves. The butter leaves are 
thicker, and darker green, with 
finer flavor, the experts say. 
Crisp leaves are lighter green in 
color, thin and somewhat brittle, 
Examples are Black Seeded 
Simpson, a butter type, and 
Grand Rapids, a crisp leaf type 
Experts give first place in their 
esteem to the butter leaves. 

Fast growing loose head varie- 
ties, such as Bibb lettuce are pop- 
ular with many. 

Romaine or cos lettuce, which 
produces oval leaves, standing 
upright, is highly esteemed by 
French salad experts. It is a 
good late lettuce, standing heat 
better than the leaf varieties. 


The leaves can be bleached by 


tying them up as they near ma- 
turity, but this merely changes 
their color, and lessens their 
vitamin content. 

For summer leaves, chicory, 
also known as endive, is more 
available than lettuce, which us- 
ually runs to seed in midsummer. 
Endiye may be had with curly 
leaves, or broad leaves. Many 
like the curly leaves best for 
summer, and broad Jeaves (esca- 
rolle) for fall, as they endure 
frost and become sweeter after 
the frost comes. Sow both types 
in drills, thin out to six or eight 
inches. 

Leaf crops grown in a similar 
manner, and much esteemed in 
bowl salads, include corn salad, 
which is very hardy and can be 
harvested late in the fall; and 
upland garden cress, which gives 
a pungent flavor to the salad. 

In the fall lettuce may be 
grown again; and the Chinese 
cabbage leayes are delicious, 
Chinese cabbage may be grown 
in the spring, with rich soil and 
an early start. But in midsum- 
mer, it always runs to seed, A 
late crop has no such tendency, 
and heads are easily produced 
in the fall, from plants started in 


late June. 
All leaf crops demand rich soil. 
They, must grow fast without

With Black Bear 


A Finnish frepper is recovering 
in a Hearst hospital now from a 
kattle to the death with a 600-pound 
black bear he said was “eating me 
alive.” 

Fifty-five year old Nick Mulda~ 
maki was chased, caught, chewed 
and mauled by the bear and was 
pinned to the ground under it when 
his 22 year old son Ernie grabbed 
an axe and clubbed the giant to 
death. 

Then the son dragged his father 
to their canoe and paddled six miles 
to their camp. Then with only a 
compass as his guide he started a 
30-mile, 36 hour trip through track- 
less wilds to Hornepayne, the near- 
est settlement, to get help. 

A Lands and Forests rescue plane 
flew the younger Muldamaki back 
to the camp on Gourlay Lake, land- 
ed, and flew the wounded man to 
the hospital at Hearst. 

The pair were trapping in the 
wilderness 75 miles southwest of 
Hearst on Friday when the bear 
suddenly attacked tnem. 

The son said, “Dad fired four 
shots but they didn’t do any good. 
It was the biggest bear I've ever 
seen. He just kept coming.” 

Muldamaki turned to run, but 
he took only four or five steps be- 
fore the bear bit “his legs and then 
landed on top of him. 

He said, “I felt his teeth go into 
my hand and his claws were on 
my chest. I pushed the barrel of my 
rifle across his mouth and kept 
pushing and pushing trying to get 
him away. He bit my hand and his 
claws dug into my legs. Ernie 
couldn't find the axe and I thought

More Powerful 
Bombs Possible 
Says Physicist 


London, May 22 --(BUP)-- A 
Nobel prize-winning physicist says 
there's nothing to prevent the 
manufacture of bombs with much 
greater power than the hydrogen 
bombs exploded by the United States 
in the Pacific. 

And the physicist --C_ F. Powell-~ 
i, frankly worried about the situat- 
ion, He says ---“our situation is 
one of extreme gravity. One can al- 
most hear the tolling of the great 
bell of history,” 

Powell points out that the hydro- 
gen bomb is more powerful by six 
orders of magnitude than any single 
Weapon’ used in the last war, And 
he adds ---"There is no reason 
in principle, or in practice why 
these magnitudes should not be 
greatly exceeded if it were consider- 
ed expedient.” 

The scientist says developments 
have --in his words --“brought the 
extermination of human life on 
earth within the range of technical 
possibilty."

POOR REPRESENTATIVES 
The other night two boys were observed trespassing 
on private property in Lindsay. They appeared to be 
bent on a bit of destructive vandalism and when inter- 
rupted they were engaged in kicking about a refuse 
container. The incident was the more surprising be- 
cause both boys were wearing the regalia of a boys’ or- 
ganization which people respect and believe to be an in- 
fluence for good in moulding these young characters. 
Reaction to the incident by those who witnessed it 
was about as one might expect .. the value of the organ- 
jzation in combatting such tendencies in children was at- 
tacked. In other words the whole organization was 
the target of criticism because of the actions of two of 
its members... a point which leaders of these groups 
might place strong emphasis on when the matter of 
conduct away from the group is being discussed. 


SOMETHING OF A PROBLEM HERE TOO 

Toronto’s Board of Control has been told by Con- 
troller Belyea he was seeking a way to reduce horn- 
blowing and was calling for suggestions from citizens. 
This disclosure brought to mind the fact that Lindsay 
has something of a problem in this connection and that 
there have been frequent protests concerning horn- 
blowing, particularly late at night, in recent times. 

Lindsay's problem might be broken down into three 
parts: (a) the nuisance of horn-blowing on the main 
street when cars at various points along the street en- 
gage in an exchange of blasts at frequent intervals; 
(b) the nuisance of horn-blowing after weddings, and 
(c) the nuisance of impatient drivers blowing at cars 
in their way. In the first instance there is absolutely 
no justification for blowing horns . . . they are designed 
to warn of the car’s approach and this “‘wolf-calling“ 
business can in no way be considered as necessary 
warning signals. In the second instance the desire to 
make a noise is understandable but hardly justifiable 
when it tends to cause confusion in traffic and detract 
attention from the very serious business of operating 
a motor vehicle. And in the third instance there is 
seldom any good reason for these displays of bad man- 
ners. 

Lindsay might also give some thought to ways and 
means of eliminating needless horn-blowing with a 
view to protecting the interests of those who may be 
needlessly disturbed by the practice. 


A SANER TREND IN TRAVEL...- 

There was evidence of a saner trend in travel in 
_this district over the weekend. Only a few accidents of 
a relatively minor nature have been reported and this is 
the more remarkable when it is considered that this 
was the first Jong holiday weekend of the summer and 
many who were using the highways were not in top 

_driving form after the seasonal respite. Could it be that 
efforts to keep people from becoming vital statistics 

~ through highway accidents are finally getting through? 
BEyeryone will be hopeful that this is the case and that a 
determination to exercise great travel care will prevail 
throughout the busy traffic season which is now open- 
ing up. 

Of course all the people who become vital statistics 
the quick way during the summer season do not cross 
the bar in a motor car. Many dive, swim, row or even 
take a power boat across and nearly all of them could 
have avoided this very final act by simply using a little 
better judgment. It might be a good idea if all of us did 
a little mental stock-taking of things to do and not to do 
in the interests of safety during the-holiday ‘season 
which will soon be in full swing. What might be even 
better would be for us all to resolve to avoid what we 
instinctively know to be unsafe practices, and to apply 
this instinctive knowledge for the protection of our 
children and others whose welfare may temporarily be 
in our control. } 

It is all very well to set down a list of things which 
people should or should not do to keep out of trouble 
during the holiday season but most people really know 
when they are doing something which is likely to prove 
to be disastrous, They know when they are driving faster 
than they should they know they shoultin’t in- 
dulge in horseplay with boats .... they know that 
it’s well to have company when swimming .. . that too 
much sun can be harmful, ete. People know most of 
these things instinctively but the trick is to get them to 
use their knowledge — — — By individually using 
good common sense we can best contribute to collect- 
tive safety during this season of peak activity. 


DOG'S LIFE 

This from the better-mousetrap department. The 
Alcan Ingot announces, as the latest thing in aluminum, 
a two-foot rod with which to discourage bellicose dogs. 
It is called the dog-prod and the trick to it is that some- 
where in the rod is an electric battery which, applied 
to a hound’s anatomy, produces a “shock-treatment” 
which he may not appreciate but which he certainly 
won't ignore. 

So long as the invention is used for nothing more 
than the prodding of pugnacious dogs, we'll go along 
with it as a boon to mankind. All we hope is that the 
idea won't spread. Visions of general managers prod- 
ding departmental heads arise before us, and then a prod 
from those latter to their subordinates. And so on down 
the line. 

Naturally, the power of the shock would have to 
be graduated according to the importance of the man 
wielding the prod and, since the lowliest wielder would 
require some power, we can visualize a call on the carpet 
in some offices as being next best thing to electrocution.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF TENSION ‘ 
We do not think there was an exaggeration jn the 
warning of U. S- Admiral Arthur Radford, chairman 
of U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, that the massive militant 
nature of the Communist threat makes possible a per- 
iod of turmoil] that will last for a century. It seems 
quite clear that the length of this period of tension de- 
p-ads on the objectives of the Communists. And since 


the West does not know precisely what these are, it can 
only turn to periods in history in which a period of ten- 
sion was imposed by one or more nations because of 
the ambitions of one or more. And there have been 
such periods. 

We can, if we wish, go back to the Plinic Wars, 
when the row was to see who would control the Medi- 
terranean. These wars did not last for a hundred years, 
but,-with a break of about fifteen years, they came 
fairly close to it. From a glance at history, it seems 
certain that tension was established for the greater part 
of a hundred years. 

Then, if we want another example, there is the 
Hundred Years’ War. Again, it doesn’t last quite long 
enough, but who is going to complain of five years off 
in acentury? Ninety-five years will do for us anytime 
anyone wants to start distributing tension. Then, 
from the time of Napoleon on through 1870 and beyond, 
we do not imagine that the French were free from ten- 
sion as far as the Germans were concerned, and if we 
remember correctly, there was a period in there in which 


““perfide Albion” was a national nickname well thought- 


of. 

Almost any nation can establish a period of tension, 
and if it can do so, why not a hundred years? All 
things being equal, that is a most respectable period for 
tension to be maintained. We advise no one to sell 
Admiral Radford short. His advice is as good as any we 
have heard, and better than most, in recent months. 
The people of the Western democracies had better pre- 
pare themselves to live under international tension for 


the Tenino of their natural lives. 
—Kingston -Whig-Standard. 


AGE OF UNREASON 

It is a disquieting thought that a weapon which we 
build to defend ourselves may be so terrible that it will 
destroy us. It is hardly we hope true that such will 
be the end result of the hydrogen bomb because it is 
nearly inconceivable that men are so besotted with folly 
that they will let an instrument of destruction get out 
of hand. 

It was nevertheless rather alarming to hear the 
statement made by President Hisenhower that the H- 
Bomb had destructive potentialities beyond even the 
dreams of the inventors. Sir Winston Churchill spoke 
with deep emotion of the fearsome capacity for destruc- 
tion of the newest types of atomic and hydrogen bombs. 

Most of us, by far the majority of people, know little 
of the shattering force of modern explosives. We read 
about it. 
havoc in Japanese cities and are told that the newest 
H-bombs have a lethal force hundreds (or is it thou- 
sands?) of times greater than the first atomic weap- 
ons. 

An experimental explosion at Bikini inflicted phys- 
feal injury on Japanese fishermen hundreds of miles 
away. Their ships were contaminated and their cateh 
of fish condemned as unfitted for human consumption. 
According to President Hisenhower something went 
wrong with the experiment. The result was out of pro- 
portion to the expectations of the scientists who bult 
the monster. Something has also gone wrong with a 
century and a race that think in terms of such death 
dealing ingenuity. 

Will fhis have the effect of scaring the Russians 
and causing them to halt their preparations for war on 
the same technological level? We doubt it: more logical, 
to think that they will try to come up with some bigger 
and more efficient murder weapon to see if they can’t 
scare us. ‘ : 

We would not presume to know if the gods have 
some plan to destroy us, but they are surely, from all ap- 
pearances, readying us for the kill by making us mad. 
Maybe the gods are not bothering, knowing full well that 
we will go quite completely mad of our own volition. 

The concept that a nation ours or another, must 
arm to defend itself is a reasonable and understandable 
one. The nation that stands helpless and naked invites 


destruction. 


But is there not sufficient sanity left in the cap- 
itals of the world to effect some agreement to stop a 
race that can end in suffering for all and adyantage to 
none? © : 

A third world war would be a frightful nightmare.

While the child is not conscious of it, there is a 
process of education present in camp activities. They 
learn nature and folk lore, become experts at swimming, 
canoeing, playing ball, and making things with their 
hands. They receive instructions in first-aid, life sav- 


_ing and resuscitation techniques, and are made more 


relf-rellant, courteous, and considerate of others. Fort- 
unately, few campers are aware of the “educational” 
aspect of camping, but it is present nevertheless. The 
President of a great U.S. university is credited with say- 
ing: “This summer camp is the North American Conti- 
nent’s most significant contribution to the field of Edu- 
cation.” 

A few weeks at a summer camp have become essen- 
tial for the children of many families. Even compara- 
tively young children will benefit greatly from the dis- 
ciplined freedom that they find there.

Tomato Vines-Pruned and Tied to Fence or Stakes Ripen Earlier. 


Air rights are a valdable® as- 
set to every vegetable garden, 
-if used properly. Some of our 
" Snest. yegetables can be grown 
much better, if trained on a 
fence or trellis than if allowed 
to spread out.on the ground. - 

- Tomatoes, cucumbers, melons, 
squash, and both snap and lima 
beané of the so-called ‘pole varie- 
ties grow better and are easier 
to grow if they are allowe:

Refinishing 

| There may be new beauty for | 
those old furniture pieces in the 
attic if you can spend the time with | 
them, . 

And with new varnish removers | 
coming on the market weekly even 
the amount of effort needed is cut 
down. 

Most pre-war furniture is made of 
a high quality wood which con- 
tains , beautiful grain... grain is 
so attractive that one wonders why 
the manufacturer bothered to cover 
it in the first place € 

To remove stain with commercial 
varnish removers, first lay the fur- 
niture or piece as flat and horizon- 
tal as possible as you can more 
effectively control the application 
in this position. 

Apply the remover evenly, being 
careful not to cover too large an 
area If your surface \s large, such 
ag a door or large table top, take a 
quarter of the area at a time. 

After the varnish remover is on 
the surface of the piece, a plece of 
steel wood may be used to spread 
it until it covers the entire area. 

It's best to let it stand for a least 
several minues to allow the chemical 
composition of remover, to decom- 
pose the varnish paint, grit and 
other foreign matter. 

Little elbow grease or sanding Is 
necessary in most cases. Agitate 
the cleaner with stee] wool or a 
stiff brush and then wipe off the 
surface with a rag dipped in miner- 
al spirits or turpentine 

Almost all types of wood may be 
cleaned {in this manner with: no 
harmful effect to the wood, 

One suggestion, Don't apply var- 
nish remover in the sun a, the rays 
may dry the remover before it can 
do its best work. 

But such work can be outdoors as 
well as Inside with good results, 

If you wish to add new varnish 
to the newly-exposed natural wood, 
or if you wish to bleach it, allow 
the furniture to stand for 24 hours. 
The air ought to thoroughly dry the 
wood in this time. 

Several rules should be followed 
in applying varnish It will pay in 
the long run to purchase q good 
grade of varnish . . then be sure 
to apply it evenly on the entire 
surface .. . and finally, keep the 
coats thin It’s better to have three 
thin coats than two heavy ones, 

After the first coat of varnish ts 
“flowed on”, Jet it penetrate the 
wood, The rub down the furniture 
piece with double-o steel wool or 
sandpaper. 

Permit this coat to dry and apply 
a second coat, repeating the rubbing 
down process, When the second coat 
dries, apply a third coat, 

It's an inexpensive fast techni- 
que which will adq years of use to

H. McInnis, of Iroquois: “The mar- 
keting agency is a move in the 
direction of better returns for ag- 
riculture. Our problem is to take 
care of unprofitable surpluses.” 
Mr. McInnis compareg prices of hogs 
in Ontario with prices of hogs of 
the same grade in provinces with- 
out a marketing agency. 
Toronto and Winnipeg, for ins- 
tance, the spread in 1953 was $2.86 
per hog, while in the four previous 
years, before United Livestock sales 
cwas in operation, the spreads were 
$1.29, $1.47, $1.18 and $136. The 
greater spread in 1953 was $2.86 
per hog, and represented a gain to 
the Ontario producers of $3,600,000. 
‘At last we have applied salesman- 
ship ... the cost of the agency was 
20 cents a hog, and the price ad- 
vantage $2.86. In addition there 
has been a saving of 25 cents a hog 
on condemnation insurance and 
compensation has been gained on 
hogs lost before an inspector arrives 
in case of a cholera outbreak.”

Captain Warren has been mak- 
ing the mail run between Thoran 
Island and Beaverton dock Since 
just before the First World War. 
A distance of three miles one 
way, the “Wawanesa” makes the 
mail run once daily starting a- 
bout June Ist and continuing 
until around mid-November. But 
the “Wawanesa” isn’t idle when 
it isn’t carrying mail because 
it’s the island's principal means 
of communication and transpor- 
tation with the mainland. It car- 
ries provisions, passengers and 
is frequently used to tow a barge 


which may be laden with any- 
thing from wood to livestock. A 
sturdy craft with a 12-foot 
beam anq a Buchanan motor 
capable of driving it through 
the waters of Lake Simcoe at 
about 25 miles per hour, the 
“Wawanesa” was also used to 
lay the hydro cabie from Pt. 
Mara to Thorah Island. 

Capt. Warren was born on the 
island and has spent much of 
his life navigating the waters of 
Lake Simcoe. He has some vivid 
memories of exciting experiences 
but only one was concerned with 
the “Wawanesa.” This was when 
a hurricane-like storm ripped g- 


cross the lake and sent waves 
breaking right over the craft. 
The captain declared it to be a 
seaworthy boat in a storm and 
one that “won't switch about,” 
but he recollected having a ‘dif- 
ficult time making the three- 
mile run by compass in the 
night, having to allow for drift 
in the violent storm. 

The slowest trip the captain 
ever made between island and 
mainland was one time when 
lhe made the crossing in a row- 
boat and took 7% hours to do 
it. The ice was very bad and he 
hhad to use planks to ease tite 


boat along. A normal crossing 
time in the “Wawanesa” is a- 
bout 15 minutes. 

Three times the captain has 
been in cars making the cross- 
ing on ice between island and 
mainland when the ice gave 
way. Recalling the Incidents, 
Captain Warren smiled as ha 
observed that on none of these 
occasions was he driving his own 
car. 

Those not familiar with Thorah 
Island may be interested to learn 
that it comprises about 1400 
acres and is the location of sev- 
eral fine farms.

New Treatment Of Boils 
And Barber's Itch 

A boil -- furunculosis -- {s an 
embarrassing allment which may 
occur in any of us anywhere. It is 
what ts called a superficial infec- 
tion of the skin due to the organ- 
ism (germ) known as the staphylo- 
coccus. A near relation of this or- 
ganism is barber’s itch -- sycosis. 
-- which {s also a common skin in- 
fection. 

In the Eritish Lancet, Drs. F. C. 
©. Valentine (University of Lon- 
don) and S. P. Hall Smith (Lon- 
don Hospital) stress that staphylo- 
cocel are carried from the boil to 
infect the skin elsewhere. From the 
earliest stage of a boil to healing, 
virulent staphylococci can be iso- 
Jated from the surrounding skin 
ang the organisms can be carried 
1o other parts of the body, including 
nose, eyes, ears and armpits. | 

In 53 cases of boils, there was 2 
heavy infection from the nostrils | 
in 34, light infection in 9, and DO 
infection in 10. Of 36 cases of bar- 
ber’s itch, there was a heavy nose 
infection in 6 and no infection in 3. 

“The plan of treatment was to 
explain carefully to all patients 
that the Infection (boil and bar 
ber’s itch) was due to tiny living 
organisms or the discharge which 
could be readily carried to other 
parts of the body by the fingers 
and often settled in the nose.” 

Cultures were made of skin in- 
fections and the nostrils. Cetrio- 
mide one per cent was used to

The use of new drugs in old, 
persistent infection of nose and 
face seems to be very much worti 
while and will take less time, par- 
ticularly in the treatment of boils. 
Formerly, the physician waited till 
the boil got “ripe” and ready to 
empty itself and then plunged a 
toothpick into center of boil and 
thuspallowed the pus to pour out. 
‘The toothpick had been dipped into 
carbolic acid. 


Epilepsia 

I write frequently about epilepsy 
because today our family physicians 
are able to control what was once a 
most’ dreaded and embarrassing 
disease. 

Many of us have seen an epilepsy 
victim suffering a seizure. Fortun- 
ately, we see few of them now. 
However, there are epileptics and 
families of epileptics who seem to 
be unaware of the great progress 
made in the study of epilepsy and 
{ts successful control by drugs a- 
vailable today. 

A couple of days age I received 
a large book which was called Epil- 
epsia, the Journa) of the Interna- 
tional League Against Epilepsy, the 
forwarg of which stated: 


“The study of epilepsy embraces | 


many disciples and the content of 
Epilepsia should be a reflection of 
that fact. Its pages will be devoted 
mainly, but not exclusively, to 
crifical reviews on any aspects of 
the many problems related to epil- 
epsy. The objective of this journal 
is to afford af’medium for presen- 
tation of thoughtful analyses of 
what is known and of the gaps in 
our knowledge and understanding.” 

Dr. Paul W. Pruyer, National 
Veterans Epilepsy Centre, Veterans 
Administration ‘Hospital, Boston, 
states that (1) the problem of the 
existence of a specific epileptic 
personality or a special cluster of 
personality traits typical of epii- 
eptics is of special interest, (2) the 
problem of the emotional adjust- 
ment of epileptics and the way-in 
which efforts toward adjustment 
may be complicated by social and 
psychological effects of epilepsy, 
(3) the complications present with 
personality problems yet not direct- 
ly related to epilepsy itself (4) the 
problem of the deterioration in 
epileptics, not only of intellectual 
functions but also in a sense of un- 
favorable regressive or backward 
personality changes. 

These various -problems overlap 
considerably and their treatment in 
various studies has been rather 
vague. 

Now the question arises as to 
whether there is a specific person- 
ality. Dr. H. Rorschach, a: pioneer’ 
in epilepsy with his personality 
tests, firmly believes there is an 
epilepsy personality, while Dr. W. 
G. Lennoz the noted Boston au- 
thority on epilepsy, states that epll 
epsy does not conform to a set, 
pattern but has many variations. 

In any ¢ase, the control of epil- 
epsy by preventing seizures entire- 
ly or in controlling or lessening their 
effects Is now possible by the use 
of the phenobarbital and the bar- 
biturate drugs. Cutting down on 
all Mquids and all starch fovds 
(potatoes, sugar, bread, pastries) 
and increasing the fat foods (bu'- 
ter, cream, egg yolk, fat meats) is 
most helpful. 


Some Thoughts of Longevity 

In these aays, when men and wo- 
men have iaany years longer to live 
than at the beginning of 1900, there 
ere, naturally more elderly people 
to be looked after or to look afte: 
themselves, \ 

Last year, at the Sixth Annuai 
Meeting of the Canadian Heart 
Association in Winnipeg, spme 
thoughts about old age were ex- 
pressed by several of the members 
from the Department of Medicine, 
McGill University, the Montreal 
General Hospital and the Jewish 
Hospital of Montreal. Today t*= 
average duration of life predictalle 
at birth is about 70 years and it os 
at this age that the man or woman 
gets the idea that he or she be- 
gins to fecl old, but that he may 
survive beyond 80 or 90. 

“Everyone wants to live long but 


no one wants to be old.” This per- 
sonal view of Talleyrand is still 
held by most people. Dr. Harold N. 
Segall of Montreal uses the ques- 
tion: Would the duration of life 
(70 years) have satisfied the Psalm- 
ist? The desire of David to live 
longer than 70 years represents tho 
wisdom or the_greed of old age. 

“Tt would be both interesting and 
useful to know what the modern 
authority would say about longeviiy. 
The ideal authority might be des- 
eribed ag 8 man who himself be- 
longs in the age group of over sev~ 
enty, enjoying obviously good men- 
tal vigor and suffering only minor 
physical disabilities of old age.” 
This authority on aging should be 
a physician who has not only stud- 
ied the individual but has led in 
the study of public health and un- 
derstands the problems which ac- 
company olq age -- social, econom- 
ical and emotional. 

To illustrate his point, Dr. Se- 
gall quotes an “ideal” authority 


in the person of Professor Haver | 


Emerson of New York, now 78 
years of age, who in a recent letter 
to Dr. Segall quotes one sentence: 

“Let us apply such wisdom as we 
have to build, to protect, and to 
develop health of body and mind, 
while the cells of the organism are 
capable of repair, growth and ac- 
tivity, from care before birth, 
through the years of maturity, but 
not make believe we can salvage 
one who has already become old 
and by good hygiene return the 
qualities of youth to those already 
in the late decades of life.” 

We may remember that in the 
years before extreme care was 
given to infants and children, more 
of them died at birth and during 
the first year than lived. It is really 
because the lives of so many child- 
ren were saved at that time ani 
since that we have so many old 
people now. 


Information About Allergy 

I write often about allergy be- 
cause the word allergy is now 2 
commonplace word in ovr language 
“Probably about ten million per- 
sons in the United States have 
complaints that are now accepted 
as allergic diseases,” 


In his book, “Allergy -- Facts ani | 


Fancies,” Dr. Samuel L. Feinberg, 
Associate Professor of Medicine“and 
Chief of the Section of Allergy, and 
Director of Allergy Research Labor- 
atory, Northwestern Medical School. 
says this about allergy: “One or 
two millions have asthma and & 
good many of these are ill enough 
to lose time from schoo] and work. 
Five to seven millions have hay 
fever, have urticaria (hives), esze- 
ma, sinus inflammation, disturo- 
ances of the stomach and intes- 
tines.” Allergic headache and what 
we call head colds are often due to 
allergy. 

Other allergies not so common 
are contact eczema, certain blood 
conditions, drug allergy ang eye 
inflammations. Dr. Feinberg fur- 
ther states that infectious diseascs 
are now considered closely related 
to allergy, among them being pneu- 
monia, scarlet fever, rheumatic 
fever, nephritis and others. 

Allergy is derived from the Greek 
word meaning “changed.” The 
implication is that in certain body 
states the functioning of the tissues 
is changed in that certain sub- 
stances, which ordinarily do not 
cause symptoms, in the allergic 
state are so changed that, reactions 
occur, and the tissues do not toler- 
ate them, 

“This intolerance of the tissues 
for substances such as foods, dust 
particles, medicines and serums re- 
sults In response that produce def- 
inite symptoms. Such reactions due 
to the reaction between the aller- 
gic substance (allergen) and the 
specific substances in the blood 
and tissues (the antibodies) create 
disturbances in various organs of 
the body. 

“These disturbances may be rash- 
es or swelling of the skin, overac- 
tivity of muscles and inflamma- 
tions, swellings on the skin after 
eating strawberries, the sneezing 
and snuffling after breathing in the 
pollen in the air, the coughing and 
wheezing after eating a particular 
food or taking a particular drug. 
Any or all of these symptoms are ex- 
amples of altered reactivity. These 
are not the normal reactions of 
most persons to substances that 
ordinarily are considered harm- 
less.” 

However, two Frenchmen, Drs. 0. 
Richet and J. Hericourt were able 
to demonstrate that reactions could 
be induced In animals by an injec- 
tion of protein -- containing sub- 
stances such as egg or dog serum. 
This alteration of the dog’s reac- 
tion by the injection caused the an‘- 
mal to react pecullarly when the 
substance was injected a second 
time. 

The part of the body in which 
the allergic reactions take place 


determines the nature of the symp-
